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CHAPTER Four 
Feckenham 


In the hall of the moated grange of Astwood, in the midst 
of the Forest (and parish) of Feckenham on the eastern 
border of Worcestershire, there is carved in the wainscoat an 
index hand pointing mysteriously to the deeply incised name 
“Iohn Cvlpeper.” The local traditional explanation is that 
the bearer of that name was buried beneath the hall floor early 
in the seventeenth century, whence his ghost periodically flits 
to a certain cloven pear tree in the garden.** Doubtless this 
John Culpeper’s ghost does haunt Astwood, for he loved that 
picturesque house, where he long lived, but to the genealogist 
the duty remains to record that his bones repose among his 
own people in Hollingbourne church in Kent.

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This transplantation of the Culpeper name to Worcestershire 
was a consequence of the career of one of the younger sons of 
William’ of Wigsell. 


XI. Martin Culpeper (William' of Wigsell), 1540-1605, 
of Feckenham, co. Worcester, was named in his father’s will 
(1559) as ‘Martin Culpeper, my third son.’ He was sent 
to Winchester school in 1553 when he was 13, and the follow- 
ing year, like his brother Francis, was appointed a Scholar on 
Bishop Wykham’s foundation, being then recorded as born 
at Barfreston, Kent (Kirby, Winchester Scholars, 1888, p. 
132). Thence he proceeded to New College, Oxford, again 
on a Scholarship of the foundation, and there made an aca- 
demic career of the highest distinction. While he took orders, 
he specialized in medicine. Foster (Alumni Oxon) collects 
his degrees and preferments as ‘Fellow of New Coll Oxon., 
1559-68; B. A., 1562; M. A., 1566; B. Med., 1568; D. Med., 
1571; Warden of New Coll., 1573-99; Vice Chancellor, 1578; 
rector of Stanton St. John, co. Oxford, 1576; dean of Chi- 
chester, 1577-1601; rector of Colern, co. Wilts, 1588; arch- 
deacon of Berks, with rectory of North Moreton, 1598.’ 

On the profits of these pluralities he made several important 
acquisitions of real estate, including the purchase, in 1595, of 
the manor of Astwood in Feckenham, co. Worcester (Victoria 
County History, Worcestershire, iii, 115), which he intended 
to make the capital seat of his descendants. 

He had married, probably in 1578, Lettice, dau. of Humphrey 
Ciarke of Westhalks in Kingsnorth, co. Kent (the m. is noted 
in the pedigree of Clarke of Westhalks, returned at the Visi- 
tation of Kent, 1619) ; and by her had 


i Sir Martin, 1580-1604, of Deane, co. Oxon. 


[He m. 1598 (Ph. Warw., iii, 92) at Charlecote, co. Warw., 
Joyce, dau. of Sir Edward Aston of Tixhall, co. Stafford by 
a Lucy of Charlcote; and by her had Martin, who was bur. in 
Feckenham, September 8, 1605, as ‘Marten the sonne of Sir 
Marten Culpep’; and three daughters, two of whom survived 
him. He was knighted by James I at Whitehall, May 14, 
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1604 (Nichols, Progresses of James I, i, 438), and died a month 
later, aet. 25, leaving a nuncupative will, declared June 1, 1604, 
which was proved October 8, 1605, as P. C. C. Hayes, 66. 

His widow, who survived him and was buried in Feckenham, 
January 3, 1618/19 (“The Ladye Joyce Culpep’ ’) leaving a will, 
P. C. C. Parker, 95, erected to him, in Feckenham church, an 
elaborate altar tomb with recumbent figures, which were en- 
graved for Nash (Worcestershire, i, 156, 443), who gives the 
MI. as follows: 


‘Under this monument lieth the body of Sir Martin Culpeper, of 
Deane, in the county of Oxford, Knight, son and heir of Martin Cul- 
peper of Astwood, esq., and Lettice the daughter of Henry Clearck of 
Westhawke by Asheford in the county of Kent, esquire. He married 
Joyce, the eldest daughter of Sir Edward Aston of Tix-hall in the 
county of Stafford, Knight, and of Ann the only daughter of Sir 
Thomas Lucy, of Charlcote, co. War., Knight. He had issue one son 
and three daughters and left this life 26 June 1604: aetatis suae 25. 
The lady Joyce Culpeper, in memory of his virtue, and in perpetual 
testimony of her love, erected this monument.’] 

ii Sir Stephen, 1581-1611, of Chipping Campden, co. Glouc., 
0. S. p. 


[The testimonies for hime are the mention in his father’s 
will of ‘my Son Sir Stephen-C.}’ his own will (P. C. C. Wood, 
62) in which he describes himself as ‘Stephen C. of Campden, 
co. Glouc., Knight ;’ and the entry of his burial in Feckenham, 
July 13, 1611, as ‘Sr. Steaven Culpep, Knyght.’ Neither Met- 
calfe, Nichols nor Shaw records his knighthood. 

That he m. appears from the mention in his will of ‘my wife, 
Elizabeth,’ and the probate of that instrument by ‘Dame Eliz- 
abeth C., relict and executrix’ (who is not otherwise identified), 
but it does not appear that he left issue. Not only is the refer- 
ence to him in his father’s will qualified ‘if he have issue a son,’ 
but his own will neither names nor makes provision for any 
children. That will was, however, dated July 11, 1606, and so 
it is not conclusive against subsequent issue. That there was 
no male issue in any event appears conclusively by the fact 
that immediately after Stephen’s death, John Culpeper entered 
into possession of Astwood in pursuance of the provision of 
the will of Dr. Martin Culpeper, contingent upon Stephen’s 
death s. p. m.] 
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iii Mercy, m. Sir Samuel Sandys (1560-1623), of Wick- 
hamford, co. Worc. 


[Her father named her in his will ‘my daughter Sandys,’ 
and appointed ‘my son-in-law Sir Samuel Sandis of Omber- 
sley, Worcs. Knight,’ one of his trustees and executors. Her 
burial in 1629 among the Sandys at Wickhamford, with an 
elaborate MI., is recorded by Nash (Worcestershire, ii, 221, 
462). 

Her husband was the eldest son of Archbishop Edwin 
Sandys by his second wife, Cicely, dau. (by a second marriage) 
of the Thomas Wilford who had married Elizabeth, sister of 
William Culpeper’. 

By this marriage Mercy Culpeper was included in the inner- 
most circle of the founders of Virginia. Her husband, long 
M. P., was a member of the Council of the Virginia Company, 
of which his two younger brothers were officers: Sir Edwin 
Sandys (1561-1629) as Treasurer and chief executive, and 
George Sandys (1577-1644), who translated Ovid while resi- 
dent at Jamestown, as Secretary. She was, moreover, herself 
the mother of that Margaret Sandys who m. Sir Francis Wyatt 
(1588-1644), Governor of Virginia, 1621-26, and 1639-42. 
See Va. Mag., xvii, 292.] 


A year after burying his eldest son, and a few weeks after 
burying his only grandson, Dr. Martin Culpeper came him- 
self to die, and, after making a will, was buried in Fecken- 
ham, October 10, 1605, being recorded in the parish register 
as ‘Martin Culpeper, Doctr. in physicke.’ There is no ML, 
but his will testifies for him, as follows: 


P. C. C. Hayes, 88. 
Will dated October 1, 1605. 
Proved December 12, 1605. 


Martin Culpeper of Astwoode in prsh. of Feckenham, co. Worcs., 
Doctor of Physic: All lands I have in cos. Oxford, Worcester, 
Berks, Sussex, etc. in England to my son in law Sir Samuel Sandis 
of Ombersley, Worcs. knight, Lettice C. my wife, Walter Culpeper 
of Hanborow esq. my brother & John Culpepper of the Middle Temple 
London, utter barrister, my nephew in fee in trust for sd. wife 
Lettice: to have for her maintenance Astwood House furnished as it 
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is and my lands at Home Green, Love Lane & Wibbe Heath, with my 
stock at Woodbery in Oxfords., for life. Devisees to receive rents 
of Parsonage of Feckenham & of Osme & Walton & Cripple nr. 
Oxford all which cometh very near to £200 by the year. If it want 
of the sd. sum I will my daur. in law the Lady Culpepper, widow, & 
Lettice my wife to make up the sum of £200 for 5 years, to make a 
stock for Lettice & Anne, the daurs. of my late son Sir Martin 
C. knight dec.; sd. Sir S. Sandis to receive same. Another £1,000 
to be raised & then £1,200 to be pd. to sd. Lettice [the granddaur] 
at 19 & £1,000 to sd. Anne at 19. Rest of money from sd. trust 
to daurs & younger children of my son Sir Stephen C.; sd. son Stephen 
to have for life only, my houses & lands in Hanborow, co. Oxon. 
He to have rents of Osme & Cripple. If he have issue a son, fee 
simple of my lands at Hanborow & of parsonage there & my lease 
there, my brother Walter C.’s estate & his wife’s in the parsonage 
there. My manor of Astwood & fee lands at Home Green to sd. 
son Sir Stephen C. from a year after death of my sd. wife for life, 
also parsonage of Feckenham for 100 years. If he have issue a 
son, then fee simple of sd. manor, lands at Home Green to him, also 
my lease of sd. parsonage. If sd. son die with out issue male, then 
my house at Home Green & lands there to Martin Sandys my godson 
[and grandson] in fee. House etc. at Wibbe Heath & Love Lane to 
John Sandys my daur’s youngest son, in fee. On death of sd. son S. 
s. p. m. all my sd. lands to such daurs. of my daur. Sandys or my daur. 
Culpepper the widow, in fee as shall fortune to marry with a Culpepper ; 
paying out of same £30 a year to my nephew William, son of Richard 
Culpepper my brother for life. After my sd. Wife’s death, Manor of 
Astwood, parsonage of Feckenham & lands in Hanborow shall come 
to my sd. nephew John Culpepper for life; & if he have issue a son, 
fee simple of sd. lands to same son & lease of sd. parsonage; but if 
sd. nephew die s. p. m. then sd. lands to William C., son of my late 
brother Richard, for life; remr. to the eldest son of sd. nephew 
W. C. £10 a year to be given on St. Martins day for poor of 
Feckenham until £50 be made up. To every one of the children of 
my daur. Sandis 100 marks at age of 20. To Humphrey White & 
the Clerks of prsh. of Feckenham succeeding him 6s. 8d. yearly for 
clean keeping of the chancel & tomb of Sir Martin Culpepper, knight, 
there. To my brother Edmond C. the first advowson of the par- 
sonage of Staplehurst Kent where Dr. Newman now dwelleth. To 
sd. brother the 20 marks a year he owes me for 24 or 25 years to 
come; he to pay my devisees £20 a year till he have paid £160, 
which I paid for him long since to Mr. Every & Mrs. Fulce. My 
sd. son in law Sir Samuel Sandys knight, my wife Lettice C., my 
brother Walter C. & my nephew John Culpeper to be Exers. Whereas 
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testator -hath the advowson of divers benefices, they to be offered to 
an honest man of New Coll Oxford when void. Witns. Walter Clarke, 
Timo. Atwood, Richard Harris, Richard Bradsell. 

Prob. by Lettice C. relict & one of the exers. Power reserved to 
prove a codicil on the part of sd. Lettice when she can establish the 
truth of the same; & also Power reserved to Samuel Sandys knight, 
Walter Culpepper & John Culpepper the exers. to prove Will. 


This will shows that in the last weeks of his life Dr. 
Culpeper realized the disappointment of an ambition to es- 
tablish his own issue at Astwood as a new and enduring 
house of Culpeper ; and therefore, to that end, turned his face 
towards that ‘John Culpeper of the Middle Temple, London, 
utter barrister, my nephew,’ whom he named one of his trus- 
tees and executors, and who was a younger son of the tes- 
tator’s own eldest brother. Contemplating the failure of issue 
male by his surviving son, Sir Stephen, he provided that 


‘after my said wifes’s death, the manor of Astwood, par- 
sonage of Feckenham and lands in Hanborow shall come to 
my said nephew John Culpeper for life and if he have issue 
a son, fee simple of said lands to said son.’ 


Thus it was that after the death of Sir Stephen in 1611, a 
younger son of John" of Wigsell, himself the father of two 
sturdy boys, became ‘of Feckenham,’ with the confident ex- 
pectation of realizing his uncle’s ambition for that house and 
of rooting his name in Worcestershire. He could not foresee 
the civil wars already brewing, and the consequence that both 
his sons were destined to die in the far distant Virginia in 
which that John’* had himself inaugurated a family interest. 


XII. John Culpeper (John™ of Wigsell), 1565-1635, of 
Feckenham, second surviving son of his generation, makes 
his first appearance on the existing record as ‘my brother John 
Colepipir’s son, my godson,’ in the 1581 will of his maternal 
uncle, John Sidley of Southfleet (P. C. C. Darcy, 31; Waters’ 
Gleanings, ii, 969). In October, 1587, or soon after the death 
of his brother William, when, according to the later testimony 
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of his tombstone, he would be 17 years of age, he was entered 
at the Middle Temple under the description ‘late of New Inn, 
gent. . . . second son of John Colepeper of Wigsell, Sussex, 
esq.’ (Hopwood, i, 293). Unlike his eldest brother, whose 
record so far runs parallel, he had entered upon a professional 
career. Duly called to the bar, by 1595 he was having his 
youthful kinsmen ‘bound’ with him, and in 1599 is listed as a 
Bencher. Frequenting the household of his uncle Francis at 
Greenway Court, he there met and married his first wife, and 
after Francis’ death established her at Greenway Court (then 
the property of his younger brother Alexander), as appears 
from the baptism of one of his children in Harrietsham; but 
later he occupied a house in Salehurst, as appears from his 
clder brother’s ing. p. m. already cited. 

That his law practice was profitable, despite his reputation, 
recorded on his MI., for composing more litigation that he 
fomented, appears from his ability to subscribe to the Virginia 
Company under the charter of 1609; and a year later, under the 
third charter, to make one of tlee*largest individual subscrip- 
tions (£37, 10s. 6d.) to the ‘supply’ which saved the colony 
at Jamestown from death by inanition (Brown, Genesis, 218, 
407, 546). 

Having been designated, by the will of his uncle Martin, the 
contingent remainderman of Astwood in Feckenham, he re- 
moved his family to Astwood after the inheritance had be- 
come certain by the death without issue of his cousin Sir 
Stephen” ; and there buried his first wife in June, 1612. This 
occupancy was by arrangement with Dr. Martin Culpeper’s 
widow, who had a life estate but had meanwhile re-married 
and removed her residence elsewhere. In 1616 he bought out 
that aunt’s interest, and then gave over his law practice to 
become a country gentleman. Being now ‘of Feckenham,’ 
he became a diligent presiding magistrate at quarter sessions; 
being included, a generation ahead of Sir Roger de Coverley, 
of the quorum in the Worcestershire commission from 1618- 
1628; again, like Sir Roger, in 1624 he served the office of 
Sheriff of that county ‘with music before me, a feather in 
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my hat and my horse well bitted’ (Bund, Cal. Quarter Ses- 
sions Papers, Worcestershire, 1591-1643, 1900; Sheriff Lists 
in Fuller’s Worthies). 


But when he was nearly seventy years of age, for what 
reason does not appear, he sold Astwood to one Thomas Rich, 
and returned to Greenway Court to die. There, on December 
14, 1635, he made his will and on December 18th following, 
as the parish register testifies, ‘Mr. John Culpeper, Armiger,’ 
was buried in the chancel of Hollingbourne church. 

His will was as follows: 


P. C. C. Pile, 4. 
Will dated December 14, 1635. 
Proved January 23, 1635/6. 


John Culpeper of Greenway Court, co. Kent, esq. To be bur. in the 
Chancel of the Church of Hollingbourne where Sir Thomas Culpepper 
shall think fit. To my wife Ann C. bed in the wainscoat chamber, all 
debts owing to her as Admix. of her former husband, except the debt 
owing by the Lord Lambert and Lady Lambert; which I bequeath to 
my son Thomas C., hereby confirming his actions for compounding sd. 
debt. To my son John C., £30 Rent charge payable by Sir John 
{afterwards first lord] Culpeper during my son John’s life. To my 
daur. Sicely C., £300 & £20 [annuity]. To James Medlicote my son in 
law and Frances Medlicote my daur, 20s. each. My [eldest] son 
Thomas C. to be exer., and to him my personal estate. Witnesses: 
Tho. Culpeper [i. e., Sir Thomas!® of Hollingbourne], Alexander 
Culpeper [i. e., Sir Alexander!* of Greenway Court], John Culpeper 
[i. e., Sir John!8, soon to be first lord], William Cragge [i. e., the 
vicar of Hollingbourne]. 

Prov. by Thomas C., son & exer. 


His brother Sir Alexander subsequently erected to his mem- 
ory in the Culpeper Chapel of Hollingbourne church the fol- 
lowing MI., which, it will be observed, contains several mis- 
statements cf fact, viz: 


‘Joh(ann)es Culpeper de Fakenham in Com(itatu) Wigorn(ense) 
Ar(miger), filius secundus Johannis de Wigsell, vicesimo Decembris 
Anno D(omi)ni 1635, Aetatis 70. Corpus in cancello adjacente sepul- 
tum humo animam Creatori reddidit. Optimus vir et Cives, Juris ad- 
modum peritus, unde tantum hoc pium sibi lucrum fecerit ut amicis 
jurisconsulti pacifici proximis officium praestaret. 
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‘Uxorem duxit Ursulam Thomae Woodcock, Aldermanni Londinensis 


et Praetoris electi, filiam, per quam liberos quatuor Thomam, Cecil, 
Johannem, et Franciscum, paternae pietatis haeredes reliquit.’ 


He m. Ist, 1600, Ursula (1566-1612), dau. of Ralph Wood- 
cock, Alderman of London, and widow of Solomon Pordage 
of Rodmersham, co. Kent, 


[She was bur. in Feckenham, June 2, 1612, as ‘Ursula, the 
weiffe of John Culpep’ Esquier.’ Her recital on the MI. in 
Hollingbourne as dau. of Thomas Woodcock is a confusion 
of her father with her brother. She was bapt. in St. Lawrence 
Jewry, London, January 27, 1565/6, as ‘Ursula, dau. of Ralph 
Woodcock ;’ and the will of that Ralph, dated September 1, 
1580 (P. C. C. Windsor, 47), reciting himself to be ‘citizen 
and Alderman of London,’ describes her as ‘my daughter 
Ursula, now wife of Solomon Pordage.’ The identification 
is completed by an inquisition held at East Greenwich, October 
23, 1599 (Chancery ing. p. m., Series 11, 256; 38), which 
found that Solomon Pordage of Rodmersham had died Septem- 
ber 12, 1599, having made a settlement on the occasion of his 
m. in 1581 with Ursula, dau. of Ralph Woodcock. 

Solomon Pordage’s will er C. Kidd, 74) commended his 
his wife to his kinsman, Wiliarn Stede of Harrietsham, and 
it was through the Stedes that the widow Pordage met her 
second husband. ] 


and by her had 
i Thomas, 1602?-1652?, of whom hereafter. 


ii Cicely, 1604?-1664, unmarried. 


[She was probably baptised in London, but the record has not 
been found. As a consequence she first appears in her father’s 
will (1635) as ‘my dau. Sicely C.’ As ‘Cecil’ she is entered 
the second child on the MI. in Hollingbourne. In the will of 
Sir Alexander! (1645) she appears as ‘my neice Cicely C.’ 

Chester (Westminster Burials, Harl. Soc.) cites the burial 
in the cloisters of Westminster Abbey, November 5, 1664, of 
‘Cicely Culpeper ;’ who, as may be demonstrated by the pro- 
cess of elimination, can only have been this daughter of John” 
of Feckenham.]} 
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iii John, 1606-1674, of Northampton, Virginia. 


[He was baptised in Harrietsham, October 26, 1606, as ‘Jo- 
hannes, filius Johannis Culpeper, arm.;’ and on May 7, 1621, 
was admitted ‘specially’ to the Middle Temple as ‘Mr. John, 
second son of John Culpeper of Astwood, Worc. esq.’ (Hop- 
wood, ii, 662). He did not pursue the law, but before 1633 
had embarked in the Virginia trade; being recorded in that 
year as part owner, with his elder brother, of a new ship, the 
Thomas and John, which was equipped with ordnance from 
the public stores in order to voyage to Virginia (Cal. State 
Papers, Dom., 1633-34, p. 223, and Hotten, Original Lists, 
p. 83). He was named in his father’s will (1635) as ‘my son 
John C.;’ on his father’s MI. in Hollingbourne as ‘Johannem’ 
the third child; and in the will of Sir Alexander’ as ‘my 
nephew John C. her (i. e., Cicely’s) brother.’ 

His legacy under his father’s will was a ‘rent charge of 
£30, payable by Sir John [afterwards first Lord] Culpeper 
during my said son John’s life.’ When, in 1651, the Com- 
monwealth was hearing claims upon the forfeited estate of 
Lord Culpeper, a John C. appeared and, describing himself as 
a merchant who had been ‘beyond seas’ during the Troubles, 
asserted his title to this rent charge, claiming that since 1645 
he had received only £75 (Cal. Com. Compounding, 1643-60. 
v, 3277). That this was John’ there can be no doubt. 

A John Culpeper, sometime Sheriff, was, from 1671-1674, 
Clerk of Northumberland County, Virginia (Bruce, /nstitu- 
tional History, i, 601 ; Wise, Eastern Shore, 101). About 1675 
his widow, Mary, petitioned the Council for an allowance from 
his estate (Va. Mag., x, 378). Considering the evidence of 
relations with Virginia by John Culpeper of Feckenham and 
both his sons, and the fact that no final record for the younger 
son, John, has appeared in England, it is persuasive that he may 
be identified with the Clerk of Northampton.] 


iv Frances, m., 1626, James Medlicote of Feckenham. 


[The Feckenham register records the m., January 7, 1625/6, 
of ‘James Medlico’ and Francis Culpeper’ and the baptism, 
May 22, 1627, of ‘Urslye the dau. of James Meadlicoote, gen.’ 
She is named in her father’s will (1635) ‘Frances Medlicote, 
my daur.,’ and in that of Sir Alexander’ as ‘my neice Med- 
licoate, wife of James M. esq.’ On her father’s MI. she 
is entered ‘Franciscum’ the youngest child.] 
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2d, Elinor (who d. February, 1623/4), dau. of Wil- 
liam Norwood of Leckhampton, co. Glouc., and widow of Sir 
George Blount of Sodington, co. Worc., s. p. 


[Because she had several Blount children, including the 
heir to Sodington, she was buried among the Blounts in Mam- 
ble church (See the MI. in Nash, Worcestershire, ii, 161) ; the 
available evidence for her Culpeper m. being the entry of her 
burial in the Mamble register. Her significance on this record 
is that she brought the Culpepers a new link with Virginia, 
for she was the aunt of Henry Norwood, the cavalier, whose 
romantic Voyage to Virginia in 1649 is a classic of adventure 
(Force’s Tracts, vol. iii, No. 10), and who was, after the Res- 
toration, the Treasurer of the colony. See Rudder, Gloucester- 
shire, p. 521; Fosbrook, Abstracts of Smiths Lives of the 
Berkeleys, p. 181; Nash, Worcestershire, ii, 163; and Henry 
Norwood’s will, 1689, P. C. C. Ent, 143.] 


3d, Ann, widow of Hugh Goddard, citizen and draper 
of London, s. p. 

[She is named ‘my wife Ann’ in John Culpeper’s will 
(1635) ; and survived him ten years, when her son Hugh God- 
dard administered upon her estate. See P. C. C. Admon. Act 
Book, 1645, where she is recited as ‘Ann Culpeper, alias God- 
dard of St. Giles, Cripplegate. } 


XIII. Thomas Culpeper (John'* of Feckenham), 1602?- 
1652?, of the Middle Temple, is the lost pleiad of the Wig- 
sell pedigree. A victim of the disorganization of society during 
the Civil Wars, he left few certain genealogical records, and 
it is necessary to tie together such material for him as is 
available by deduction and argument; but by careful tests of 
that material in relation to the other Thomases of his genera- 
tion, the logical process of elimination makes it possible to 
reconstruct his career. The difficulty begins with his birth, 
for the mutilated parish register of Harrietsham, which records 
his younger brother’s baptism, does not testify for him. Al- 
though Dr. Martin Culpeper’s will, written in October, 1605, 
seems to imply that he did not then know of the existence of 
the great nephew for whom he intended a portion of his 
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estate, this Thomas must have been born in 1602 so as to 
be of age in 1623, when his record requires that estate. 


The first certain testimony for him is his admission to 
the Middle Temple on May 7, 1621, as ‘Mr. Thomas Cul- 
peper, son and heir apparent of John Culpeper of Astwood, 
Esq.’ (Bidwell, ii, 662). He was then bound with his father 
and the ‘Mr. John Culpeper, jun.,’ who was about to be 
knighted and eventually became the first Lord Culpeper, with 
whom he was associated to the end of his life. That he had 
embarked on a serious professional career in the tradition of 
his father appears from the fact that chambers were assigned 
to him in the Temple in 1623, when we assume he had at- 
tained his majority; and an incidental recital of his name in 
the Middle Temple records him in 1630 as ‘of the utter bar.’ 


We have seen that his father was one of the original sub- 
scribers to the Virginia Company; in 1623, while John’ 
was still living, ‘Mr. Thomas Culpeper of the Middle Temple, 
London, Esq.’ became a member of that company also, in his 
own right, when his kinsman, George Scott, ‘passed’ to him 
three shares in the company (Records of the Virginia Com- 
pany, L. C. ed., pp. 389, 412). That the investment connoted 
more than a casual investment interest appears from the later 
record (Cal. State Papers, Dom. 1633-34, p. 223) of his owner- 
ship of a half interest, with his merchant brother, in a ship, 
the Thomas and John, which was destined to carry many immi- 


grants to Virginia. 


The other records of him, until the beginning of war be- 
tween King and Parliament, are his marriage at Ulcombe in 
1628; the baptism and burial there of his first child in 1629; 
the baptism of three younger children from 1630 to 1634 
at Hollingbourne; his probate of his father’s will in January, 
1635/6, and his name as first born child on his father’s MI. 
(1636). These testimonies show that on his m. he went to 
live with his uncle, Sir Alexander C., at Ulcombe; but soon 
transferred his residence to Greenway Court, where his father 


later joined him. 
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It may fairly be assumed that he was one of the ‘gentlemen 
from the Inns of Court’ who offered their services to the 
King after the passage of the Grand Remonstrance (Gardiner, 
x, 124; Bedwell, Middle Temple, p. 52) and that he subse- 
quently served in the royalist army; but his name does not 
appear in the army lists of 1642 (Peacock, Army Lists of the 
Roundheads and Cavaliers, 1863; Masson, Life of Milton, ii, 
445), nor has diligent search turned up any reference to him in 
other printed sources for biography during the first war. The 
next definite record is therefore in January, 1644/5, at Ox- 
ford; where he witnessed the will and a codicil of his uncle, 
Sir Alexander Culpeper!* (hereinbefore set out) ; under which 
the inheritance intended for him was placed in trust for his 
young son (Alexander) with the palpable purpose of avoid- 
ing the political forfeiture which might follow a bequest to 
Thomas himself, 


Thereafter the record is silent again until 1648, when he 
turns up as a participant in the royalist plots in Kent (Mark- 
ham, The Great Lord Fairfagyp. 305).*° In this adventure 
he was drawn along with glf@earl of Norwich’s little army in 
its irresolute passage of the~Sfiames, after a smashing defeat 
at Maidstone, to the refuge found in Colchester in June of 
that year. And so Thomas!*® became one of the gallant band 
who, to the astonishment of all England, for eleven weeks 
maintained themselves behind improvised fortifications against 
the grim and angry leaguer of an ever victorious general 
‘whose name in arms through Europe rings.’ When at last 
starvation brought the garrison of Colchester to its inevitable 
collapse, Lieutenant Colonel Thomas Culpeper was one of 
the ‘lords, Superior officers and gentlemen of distinction’ 


45 It should be noted that the identification of the Lieutenant Colonel 
Thomas Culpeper of the Colchester campaign with this Thomas!%, 
while probable, is not beyond question; for the contemporary Thomas 
Culpeper of Bedgebury, who was also ruined by the civil wars and 
ultimately (1675) died in the Fleet, a prisoner of debt, is described 
in a record of 1657 (Cal. Clarendon State Papers, ii, 366) as Colonel 
Thomas Culpeper. 
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named by Matthew Carter*® who, by the terms of the capitu- 
lation, were ‘rendered to the mercy of the Lord General.’ 
After executing Lucas and Lisle and reserving the others 
‘who bore the principal command’ for action by the parliament, 
‘the General distributed to every regiment a certain number of 
gentlemen who were prisoners, as slaves to the gallies, to ran- 
som themselves; and most of them did afterwards purchase 
their liberty, by giving as much as they were able for the same, 
and returned home.’ That Thomas Culpeper availed himself 
of that rigorous quarter and in doing so impoverished himself 
may be deduced from Sir William Berkeley’s later testimony 
that he ‘lost all his estate, life and liberty in the King’s ser- 
vice’ (Am. & W. I., 1669-74, No. 571). 


What next became of him appears in the precedent of the 
experience of his kinsman and recent comrade in arms, Col. 
Samuel Tuke, whom John Evelyn records having met in Paris 
soon after the surrender of Colchester. Thomas Culpeper 
seems also to have made his way to France. His immediate 
attraction was that Lord Culpeper was already there. It 
was thus that our next record is at St. Germains, where, in 
the court of the ‘King of Virginia,’ on September 18, 1649, 
Thomas Culpeper was made one of the original patentees of 
the Northern Neck. 


When this charter was renewed, May 8, 1669, that Thomas 
Culpeper was recited to be dead (Am. & W. I., 1669-74, No. 


46 Matthew Carter’s A True Relation of that as honourable «cs un- 
fortunate Expedition of Kent, Essex, and Colchester in 1648 is of 
the very best of cavalier literature. This poignant narrative traces 
the uprising from its beginning in a riot in Canterbury at Christmas, 
through the effort at lawful petition to flagrant rebellion. In its 
high dignity of insistence upon the inherited rights of ‘Men of Kent’ 
against what they deemed a tyrannical government, the rehearsal of the 
vicissitudes of fortune encountered, and the final tragic failure, it reminds 
one strongly of the story of Bacon’s Rebellion in Virginia in 1676. Fair- 
fax’s fame was undoubtedly sullied by Carter’s account of the execution 
of Sir Charles Lucas and Sir George Lisle, followed by the trans- 
portation of the private soldiers: not only to the American colonies, 
but some, indeed, sold through Venice into Turkish slavery. The 
historian should, however, check Carter by the documents in Rush- 
worth, and the equally partizan argument in Fairfax’s behalf by 
Mr. George Bell in The Fairfax Correspondence, iv, 32 ff. 
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63). It appears elsewhere that Katherine, his wife, died a 
widow in 1658; but it remains for a final deduction as to 
when and where she lost her husband. The Virginia records 
prove that some months after the Northern Neck charter 
was sealed, Sir Dudley Wyatt, the other junior among the 
proprietors, went out to the colony and there soon died.‘ 
There is no. such evidence for Thomas Culpeper,!* but the 


47 Sir Dudley Wyatt (1609-1651) has left an incomplete record. 
Foster records his matriculation at Christ Church College, Oxford, 
May 7, 1624/5, as ‘son of John Wyat, gent.’ and as ‘aged 16, born 
Worcester City.’ Although no parish register at Worcester can be 
produced to prove it, this description seems to identify his father 
as the John Wyat who matriculated at the same college in 1581 as 
‘aged 20, born Worcester, pleb.;’ and in 1612 was presented to the 
rectory of St. Martins, Worcester, by William Warmistry of Wor- 
cester (Nash, Worcestershire, p. cxlii). This deduction is enforced 
by the fact that on March 5, 1649/50 (P. C. C. Pembroke, 47) ‘Sir 
Dudley Wyat, Knight, next of kin of dec.’ had administration c. t. a. 
of the goods of ‘Cecill Warmistry of City of Worcester, widow of 
William W. late of same, esq.’ 

Sir Dudley Wyatt appears several times during the first civil war 
carrying confidential dispatches between the King and the Queen when 
the latter was in France (Cal. State Papers, Domestic, 1645-47, pp. 
17, 31; there is a similar reference to him also in Clarendon’s Re- 
bellion) and it was in consideration of such service that he was knighted. 

He was at St. Germains when the Northern Neck charter was 
sealed in September, 1649; and his administration upon his sister’s 
estate (cited above) shows that thereafter he returned to England. 
That he did so in order to close up his affairs preparatory to emi- 
grating to Virginia appears from a letter dated December 2, 1649 
(Cal. Clarendon State Papers, ii, 33), addressed to him by Charles 
Wheler which sought to dissuade him from going to America. 

Dr. Tyler’s notes from York County records (W. & M. Quar., 
iii, 37, 192) prove that he duly reached the colony and there died; 
leaving a will dated March 29, 1650, which was proved in James City, 
September 25, 1651 (the record is unfortunately lost). The execu- 
trix of this will was Hannah, widow of the John Clerke (1614-1644) 
who died in Virginia a proven member of the Wrotham family, whose 
Culpeper connection has been hereinbefore cited; and it seems likely, 
therefore, that she was another sister of Sir Dudley Wyatt, and that her 
residence in Virginia was a part of the attraction of Sir Dudley thither. 

When the Northern Neck charter was renewed in 1669, Sir Dud- 
ley Wyatt’s interest was ignored. Unlike the representatives of the 
Culpepers, his family lacked the influence to assert an effective claim 
in the premises; and although Francis Moryson testified in 1675, when 
he was endeavoring to purchase the charter on behalf of the colony 
(Burk, ii, Appendix), that someone representing Sir Dudley then 
came forward, nothing further was thereafter heard of a Wyatt 
interest in the Northern Neck. 
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tradition (W. & M. Quar., x, 274) is that he was Wyatt’s 
companion to the end. This is persuasive because it is sup- 
ported by the facts that both Thomas Culpeper’s daughters 
married in Virginia in 1652, that one of his sons was de- 
scribed by a Virginian in 1671 as ‘a gentleman of this Country,’ 
while the other was making a career in Carolina; that his 
merchant brother John!® is shown to have been established in 
Accomac and that Thomas!* himself left no English record of 
his death or of administration of his estate. We conclude, 
therefore, that he went out to Virginia in 1650, hoping to estab- 
lish himself in the Northern Neck; that he took his family 
with him, and that he died in the colony not later than 1652, 
when his widow and son returned to England. 


He m., 1628, Katherine, dau. of Sir Warham St. Leger 
(1579-1632), of Ulcombe, co. Kent, and adopted dau. of Sir 
Alexander Culpeper™ of Greenway Court, 


[The m. is entered in the Ulcombe register, July 10, 1628, 
as ‘Thomas Culpeper et Katherina Sentleger.’ 


The bride appears in her place, and the m. is noted, in the 
Stemmata St. Leodigaria (hereinbefore cited), but the best evi- 
dence for her is the reference in the will of Sir Alexander C.* 
(1645) to ‘Katherine, the grandchild of my wife, whom I there- 
fore call daughter . .. on her marriage with my nephew Thomas 
Culpeper.’ The only other contemporary testimony available 
is the admon. granted August 28, 1658 (P. C. C. Admon. Act 
Book, 1658) on goods of ‘Katherine Culpeper of Maidstone, 
Kent, to her son Alexander C.’ That she was sister to that 
Ursula St. Leger, wife of Daniel Horsmanden, parson of UI- 
combe, and grandmother of the wife of the first William Byrd 
of Virginia, explains the intimacy in Virginia between the 
Byrds and Frances, Lady Berkeley, as shown by contemporary 
letters. See Va. Mag., xxvi, 128.] 


and by her had: 


i Mary, 1629, ob. infans. 
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[She was baptised at Ulcombe, April 26, 1629, as ‘Maria, 
filia Thomae Culpeper, generos:’ and was buried there beside 
her maternal grandmother for whom she was named, on De- 
cember 3, 1630.] 


ii Anne, 1630-1695, m. in Virginia about 1652, Christopher 
Danby, of Thorpe Perrow, co. Yorks. 


[She was baptised in Hollingbourne, September 16, 1630, as 
‘Anne, the dau. of Thomas Culpeper, esq.’ Ralph Thoresby’s 
pedigree of Danby of the West Riding of Yorkshire (Ducatus 
Leodiensis (1715), p. 202; Cf. also LeNeve, Book of Knights, 
Harl. See. Pub., viii, 436) shows Christopher Danby’s marriage 
to ‘Anne, d. of . . . second brother (sic) of John, Lord Cole- 
pepper.’ Dr. Stanard’s trained eye was the first to note (Va. 
Mag., i, 83) that this marriage took place in Virginia. 

Christopher Wandesford (1592-1640), who was lord deputy 
of Ireland for a few months following Strafford, had two 
daughters, Catherine, who married Sir Thomas Danby of 
Thorpe Perrow, and Alice (1627-1707), who married William 
Thornton of East Newton. Mrs. Thornton kept a diary, which 
has been edited for the Surtees Society (Publications, 1875, 
Ixii, 139-224). Writing about 1668, she makes bitter com- 
plaint of the ingratitude of the wife of her nephew, Christo- 
pher Danby: 

‘Thus did this woman requite my kindness. . . . I was forced 
to give of my disbursements for maintaining of herself, hus- 
band, and children on all accounts whatever for the space of 
twenty years: they being cast out of favor by Sir Thomas 
Danby on her inveighling his son to marry her in Virginia, 
and her pride afterwards.’ 

The editor for the Surtees Society records that this Anne 
Culpeper was buried at York in 1695. She apparently had 
descendants who returned to Virginia. Her son, Anstropu; 
Danby of Farnley, Yorkshire, knighted 1691 and subsequently 
M. P., had P. C. C. Admon. November 20, 1703, on the estate 
of Thomas Goodrich, late of Virginiu, infant, on the allegation 
that he was ‘uncle on the mother’s side and next of kin.’ On 
this Dr. Stanard argues persuasively (Va. Mag., xx, 94) that 
this Thomas Goodrich was a grandson of Anne Culpeper: that 
she left a dau. who m. the Joseph Goodrich shown by the 
Essex (Va.) records to have died ante. 1703, seized of lands in 
that county and leaving sons in the colony.] 
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iii Alexander, 1631-1694, of whom hereafter. 


iv John, 1633-post 1680, of Albemarle in Carolina, o. s. 
p. (?) 

[He was baptised in Hollingbourne, April 4, 1633, as ‘John, 
sonne of Thomas Culpeper, esq.’ No other certain record for 
him has appeared in England. Considering the history of his 
family, one is persuaded that he was the otherwise unidentified 
John Culpeper who, in March, 1671, arrived from Barbados 
at the infant settlement of Albemarle Point (afterwards Charles 
Town) in Carolina and in the December following was com- 
missioned by the proprietors as Surveyor General of South 
Carolina (Am. & W. I., 1669-74, Nos. 432, 711). Chalmers 
says (Revolt of the American Colonies, 1845 ed., i, 168), that 
later he ‘fled from South Carolina, where he was in danger of 
hanging for endeavoring to set the poor planters to plunder 
the rich.’ Though this accusation is not confirmed by local 
contemporary evidence (Rivers, Sketches, 112; McCrady, 
South Carolina under the Proprietary Government, 169), Chal- 
mers is probably correct in stating that this John Culpeper 
fled from Carolina at this time. If he was a brother of Dame 
Frances Berkeley, it is probable also that he took refuge 
in Virginia; and was sent by his brother-in-law, the Virginia 
Governor, to settle in the Albermarle colony on the Virginia 
border, which was then Sir William Berkeley’s particular pre- 
serve (almost his purparty) in the Carolina proprietary. At 
all events, John Culpeper was resident in Albemarle, North 
Carolina, in July, 1677. In that year the proprietors of Caro- 
lina sent out one Eastchurch to be Governor of Albemarle; 
but he stayed his journey at Nevis leisurely to woo a wife, 
while a new Collector of the King’s Customs named Miller, 
who was enroute with him, went forward to Albemarle with 
a commission from Eastchurch to be deputy Governor until 
he should himself arrive. Now it happened that Miller had 
been in Albemarle before and had made himself obnoxious 
to the Governor of Virginia, who arrested him for using 
treasonable language. In this light on Miller it may be sig- 
nificant that after he had assumed the government of Albe- 
marle, it was John Culpeper who, in December, 1677, lead a 
‘rebellion’ against him with the aid of certain Boston mer- 
chants who had concerns in Albemarle, and usurped not only 
Miller’s government, but his function in the royal revenue 
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service. When, after nearly a year, this irregular situation 
became too hot, John Culpeper went to England and made 
peace with the Proprietors; but, being on a ship in the Downs, 
about to return to Albemarle, he was arrested and committed 
to Newgate on a charge of high treason at the complaint of 
Miller, on the ground that whatever the proprietors might 
say about the misuse of their government, the Crown was 
interested in the customs (Acts P. C., Colonial, i, pp. 875, 881, 
883, 887). Culpeper’s trial made some noise in London at the 
time (Luttrell, Brief Relation, i, 48) and raised a new question 
of law (Colepepper’s Case, 1 Ventris, 349), but he was ulti- 
mately acquitted. Lord Shaftesbury urged (conceivably 
through the influence of Lord Culpeper or of Alexander 
Culpeper) that the disturbance in Albemarle was a mere fac- 
tional quarrel among the planters (Am. & W. I., 1677-1680, 
Nos. 1017, 1230, 1246, 1274, 1288-90, 1490; Colonial Records 
of North Carolina, i, 242, 306; Hawk’s History of North 
Carolina, ii, 211, 464 ff., where the story is characteristically 
elaborated from Chalmers with local colour). No final record 
of this John Culpeper has come to light; but he may well 
have been the father of the Henry Culpeper who died in 
Norfolk County, Virginia, in 1699, leaving a will (McIntosh, 
Norfolk County Wills, p. 169) in which he names a son, 
Thomas, and a brother, Robert. 


v Frances, 1634-post 1690, m. Ist, 1652, Samuel Stephens 
(ob. 1670) of Warwick, in Virginia, sometime Governor of 
Albemarle in Carolina. 


2nd, 1670, Sir William 
Berkeley (1606-1677), Governor of Virginia. 


3d, 1680, Philip Ludwell 
(1638?-1723), of James City in Virginia, sometime Governor 
of Carolina. 

[She was baptised in Hollingbourne, May 27, 1634, as ‘Fran- 
cis, dau. of Thomas Culpeper, esq. and Katherine his wife.’ 
The earliest evidence for her in Virginia is the reference in the 
will of Samuel Filmer (1667, P. C. C. Penn, 58; cf. Va. 'Mag., 
xv, 181) to ‘my friend and cousin Mrs. Frances Stephens 
wife of Mr. Samuel Stephens of Virginia.’ Stephens’ death 
and her subsequent m. to Sir William Berkeley are recited 
in a Virginia act of September, 1674 (Hening, ii, 322). Her 
final m, is reported in Lord Culpeper’s letter to his sister in 
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1681 (Va. Hist. Register, iii, 192); and it was from the son 
of her third husband by an earlier m. who succeeded to Green 
Spring, that the Lees inherited her portrait which we repro- 
duce. She was living in good health in her fifty-sixth year 
in July, 1690, as reported by William Byrd the elder (Va. 
Mag., xxvi, 128), but must have died soon after, for there 
is no mention of her in the will of her brother, Alexander 
(1691). She was buried in the church yard at Jamestown, 
where Dr. Tyler (Cradle of the Republic, p. 129) deciphered 
a fragment of her tombstone as follows: 


yeth the Bod ... Lady Franc... eley... 


Dame Frances Berkeley appears in Virginia history a woman 
of high spirit, loyal and intensely partizan. When Col. Jef- 
freys and the other Commissioners reached Virginia to in- 
vestigate her husband’s conduct of the government during 
and after Bacon’s Rebellion, she organized the ‘Green Spring 
faction’ to frustrate their politics and with the aid of Lud- 
well and Robert Beverley carried the Assembly along with her. 
The best of the anecdotes of this campaign is of her putting 
the common hangman up as an improvised postilion when 
the Governor’s coach conducted the Commissioners away from 
a visit of ceremony at Greenspring (See Jeffreys’ complaints in 
Am. & W.1., 1677-80, passim). At Leeds Castle the Historical 
MSS. Commission (Sixth Report, 465) brought to light a docu- 
ment in this quarrel—a letter addressed to Berkeley, dated Vir- 
ginia, August 2, 1677, and signed ‘F. Berkeley,’ It begins: ‘My 
dear, dear Sir,’ and, after some discussion of property in Ja- 
maica, proceeds, ‘as soon as your back was turned, the Lieut. 
Governor [Jeffreys] said he would lay 100 £ that you would 
not be permitted to see the King, but would be sent to the 
Tower.’ On the date of this letter the Governor was already 
dead, but the news had not reached Virginia. It was her last 
message to her husband, and came into her brother’s hands. 
Under Berkeley’s will (Hening, ii, 558, in which she is de- 
scribed, six years after marriage, as ‘my dear and most vir- 
tuous wife’) she became one of the proprietors of Carolina. 
By a curious combination of circumstances she had the good 
fortune to sell this interest twice, in 1682 and again in 1684, 
and each time to be paid for it. The story is well told in 
McCrady, South Carolina under the Proprietary Government, 
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XIV. Alexander Culpeper (Thomas!* of the Middle Tem- 
ple), 1631 ?-1694, makes his first appearance on the available 
record in the will (1645) of his great uncle, Sir Alexander!*, 
as ‘my godson Alexander C., son and heir apparent of my 
said nephew Thomas C.’, with the characterization that ‘whereas 
said Alexander C., son of my said nephew Thomas C., is yet 
young and under age so as it is not certainly known how he 
will prove.’ Lacking testimony of his baptism in the registers 
of Ulcombe, Hollingbourne and Harrietsham, it is a deduction 
that he was born in 1631; for that is the year in which, alone, 
he fits in between the proven baptisms of his elder sisters 
and younger brother. He would thus be fourteen when Sir 
Alexander described him as ‘young and under age.’ 

We have conjectured that he was taken to Virginia by his 
father in 1650 and returned to England after his father’s 
death in 1652; certainly he was in Kent in December, 1652, 
when, having probably recently come of age, he witnessed 
the will of his uncle, William Codd (P. C. C. Brent, 120; 
Cf. Va. Mag., xxiii, 382). _After administering upon his 
mother’s estate in August, 1658 P. C. C. Admon. Act Book, 
1658) he was still in England .in’ July, 1660, when he wit- 
nessed the will of the first’Lord Culpeper. In 1664 and 
1666, while the second Lord Culpeper was Governor of the 
Isle of Wight, ‘Capt. Alexander Culpeper’ was his Secretary, 
Commander of Cowes Castle and Vice-Admiral’s deputy ; and, 
as such, in correspondence with Secretary Williamson (Cal. 
Treasury Papers, 1660-67, p. 627). A year later, as ‘Alex- 
ander C. of Leeds Castle,’ he took title, on behalf of Lord 
Culpeper, to the manor of Newport in the Isle of Wight (Close 
Roll, 21 Car. II, pt. xiii, No. 151; Cf. Victoria County History, 
Hampshire, v, 261). 

That he went out to Virginia after Lord Culpeper gave up 
his post in the Isle of Wight may be deduced from the fact 
that in June, 1671, he was in the colony preparing for a voy- 
age to England, when he was described by William Sherwood 
of Jamestown, in a letter to Lord Arlington, as ‘a gentlemen 
of this country’ (Am. & W. I., 1669-74, No. 540). On this

occasion he carried also letters from his new brother-in-law, 
Sir William Berkeley, soliciting for him a patent for a post 
in the colony recently vacant by the death of Edmund Scar- 
brough. The recommendation was effective: on November 
17, 1671, there was enrolled (Patent Roll, 23 Car. II, pt. 8 
[3131], No. 16; renewed by James II under date of October 
21, 1685; there is a transcript in the MS. collection known 
as Blaythwayt’s Charters, ii, 349, now in the Library of 
Congress) the following patent: 


[Alexander Culpeper’s patent to be Surveyor General of Virginia] 


CHARLES the second by the grace of God King of England, Scot- 
land, ffrance and Ireland Defender of the ffaith &c. To all to whom 
these presents shall come Greeting— 

KNOW yee that Wee for divers good causes and considerations 
us hereunto especially moving, of our especiall grace, certain knowl- 
edge and meer motion Have given and granted, and by these presents 
for Us Our heirs and Successors Doe give and grant, unto Our 
Trusty and welbeloved Alexander Culpeper Esqr. the Office and Place 
of Our Surveyor Generall of and within Our Colony and Plantation 
of Virginia; 

And him the said Alexander Culpeper Our Surveyor Generall of & 
within our said Colony and Plantation of Virginia and of all and 
Singuler the Messuages Mannors Lands and Tenements to Us there 
belonging or which at any time hereafter shall or may belong Wee 
have ordained named constituted and appointed And for Us Our heires 
and Successors Doe ordain, name, constitute and appoint by these 
presents ; 

Giving, and by these presents for Us Our heires and Successors 
granting unto the said Alexander Culpeper full power and authority 
to survey Our said Colony and Plantation of Virginia and the Bounds 
and limitts thereof; And to performe do and execute all and every 
other matter and thing belonging and appertaining to the said Office 
and Place of Surveyor Generall, according to such Orders & instruc- 
tions as hee the said Alexander Culpeper shall from time to time re- 
ceive from Us Our heires and Successors or from the Governor 
and Councell of Our said Plantation now and for the time being. 

TO have, hold, exercise and enjoy the said Office and Place of Our 
Surveyor Generall of Our Colony and Plantation of Virginia unto 
him the said Alexander Culpeper by himselfe or his sufficient Deputy 
or Deputies for and during Our Pleasure, with all ffees, profitts, 
priviledges, advantages and emoluments thereunto lawfully belonging 
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and therewith heretofore usually received and enjoyed; and in as 
ample manner and forme as Thomas Loveing and Edmond Scarburgh 
or either of them or any other person or persons have formerly en- 
joyed the same. 

And wee do further by these presents Grant and Declare That these 
Our Lettrs. Patents or the Enrollment thereof shall bee in all things 
firme good and effectuall in the Law according to the true intent and 
meaning thereof Notwithstanding the not reciting or mentioning any 
former Gift, Grant, Letters Patents or Estate heretofore made or 
granted of or in the premisses by Us or any of Our late Royall 
Progenitors to any person or persons whatsoever; and notwithstand- 
ing any other deficiency imperfection or want of forme in these presents 
contained, Or any Law, Statute, Ordinance, Proclamation, Provision, 
Restriction or other matter or thing whatsoever to the contrary 
thereof in any wise notwithstanding. 

Witness ourself at Westminster, vicesimo quinto die Octobris, anno 
regno nostro vicesimo tertio [1671]. 

By writ of Privy Seal. 


It does not appear that the Surveyor General ever returned 
to the colony. His duty there was performed by deputies, first, 
Thomas Ludwell, and, later, Philip Ludwell (brother-in-law 
No. 3), and his relation to Virginia affairs was henceforth 
chiefly in respect to his interest in the Northern Neck. But 
he appears several times in other relations to Virginia affairs. 
Following Bacon’s Rebellion, Governor Berkeley consigned to 
him the indian queen of Wyanoke, when it appears that he was 
living at Leeds Castle, for it was there he lodged the pinch- 
beck majesty (Am. & W.I., 1677-80, No. 512). Again, when, 
in July, 1677, the old cavalier Governor was recalled and 
reached England, so reduced by a ‘tedious passage and griefe 
of mind to extreame weakness,’ that he died without ever hav- 
ing seen the royal master he had served loyally, if not wisely, 
administration on the goods of ‘Sir William Berkeley, late 
Governor of Virginia, but died at Twickenham, Middx [the 
seat of his brother John, Lord Berkeley]’ was granted to 
‘Alexander Culpeper, esq. natural and lawful brother of Dame 
Frances Berkeley, relict of deceased, during absence and to 
use of said Dame Frances Berkeley’ (P. C. C. Admon. Act 
Book, 1677) ; and thereafter he vigorously defended Berkeley’s 
official memory (Am. & W. I., 1677-80, Nos. 374, 506, 512). 
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Except for the fact now evident, that he never married, 
that he held of the estate of Thomas Lord Culpeper a mes- 
suage or farm in Hollingbourne, known as Totnams, but lived 
at Leeds Castle in the household of the deserted chatelaine, 
Margaret, Lady Culpeper (House of Lords MS., 1695-97, 
ed. Hist. MSS. Com., ii, 533), little remains to record of 
the Surveyor General. That the planters came to resent 
his non-resident office holding appears from his petition 
to the Crown in 1678 (Va. Mag., xxiii, 397, 398), the direct 
attack upon him in the Assembly in 1691 (ibid., xxviii, 15) and 
his final complaint to the government on December 12, 1694, 
that Governor Nicholson had ‘dispossessed him’ of his office 
(Am. & W. I., 1693-94, No. 1593).** This was the last act 
of his life. He was in London pushing a petition for redress 
when he died, just before Christmas, 1694. Once more Lady 
Culpeper journeyed up to town on a dead man’s affairs: but 
this time it was to honour a faithful friend. She did for 
him what she did not deign to do for her husband: she brought 
his body back to Leeds Castle. He was buried in Bromfield, 
December 26, 1694, as ‘Captain Alexander Culpeper of Leeds 
Castle.’ 

Although the Northern Neck charter of 1669 recited his 
father’s interest in the original Northern Neck grant of 1649 
and subsequent death, Alexander did not then assert on the 
record a claim of inheritance of that interest. Following the 
example of his cousin, the second Lord Culpeper, he post- 
poned such a claim until something might be made of it. The 
opportunity seemed to present itself in 1675 with the proposal 
of the Virginia colony to buy out the proprietary, and it was 
then, in the course of futile negotiations, that Alexander! 
made his appearance as one of the proprietors of the Northern 
Neck, in a certificate (Burk, ii, Appendix, p. liv) by those 
who were named in the charter of 1669 that 


48 After Alexander Culpeper’s death the office of Surveyor General 
in the colony was granted to William and Mary College, on whose 
behalf it was administered by a succession of eighteenth century 
worthies who bore the title. The first of them was Miles Cary of 
Richneck in Warwick, whose appointment dated from February 25, 
1699 (Am. & W. I., 1700, p. 320).

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‘Thomas, Lord Culpeper, and Alexander Culpeper, Esq. by 
a collateral agreement with us do hold two-sixths part of the 
said grant.’ 


That this interest was kept alive also after the grant of the 
charter of 1688 appears from the recital of the proprietors by 
Philip Ludwell when he opened the Northern Neck land office 


in 1690 (N.N., 1, passim), as 


‘the Honorable Mistress Katherine Culpeper, sole daughter 
and heire of Thomas, late Lord Culpeper, & Allexr. Culpeper, 
Esqe., who cometh in part proprietor by lawfull conveyances 
from Thomas, late Lord Culpeper, and confirmed by the sd. 
Mistress Katherine Culpeper, who are now become the lone 
and lawful Proprietors of said tract or territory.’ 


In this right Alexander" joined in the petition to the Crown, 
May 21, 1691, for confirmation of the charter of 1688, with the 
consequence that before his death his interest therein was 
officially recognised and adjudged by decree of the Privy 
Council (Acts P. C., Colonial, ii, 188). 


The only thing his father had left him had thus become 
an hereditament to be disposed of by will; and, being now the 
last surviving male heir of the Feckenham family, extant in 
England if not in fact, he felt free to make such a disposition 
of it as gratitude dictated. In doing this he defined his in- 
terest precisely, as follows: 


P. C. C. Irby, 3. 
Will Dated November 29, 1691. 
Proved January 5, 1694/5. 


Alexander Culpeper of Hollingbourne, co. Kent, esq. All my goods 
to the Right Hon. the Lady Culpeper, Baroness Dowager of Thores- 
way, she to be extrix. 


Whereas, I am seized to me and my heirs of and in one full 
sixth part, the whole in six parts to be divided, of and in a certain 
tract of land in the Continent of America, called the Northern Neck 
of Virginia, under and by virtue of a grant thereof formerly made 
by his late Majty, King James II, to the Rt. Honble Thomas, Lord 
Culpeper, and his heirs forever, I do hereby give the said sixth part 
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unto the said Rt. Honble Margaret, Lady Culpeper, widow and relict 
of the said Rt. Honble Thomas, Lord Culpeper, deceased, and to 
her heires for ever. 

Witns. Fairfax [i. e., Thomas, fifth Lord Fairfax], John Cripps, 
Charles Pleydell.

By virtue of this will, of which no record was made in 
the colony, an undivided one-sixth interest in the Northern 
Neck remained a thing separate and apart from the other 
property rights in the proprietary to puzzle the Virginia lawyers 
a century later when they came to interpret the will of the 


last proprietor.

Under separate cover, I am sending a photograph of a very 
interesting portrait, which you may feel inclined to reproduce 
in the Historical Magazine. It is of the mother of General 
R. E. Lee, Anne Carter, of Shirley, and to the best of my 
knowledge, none like it exists in America. You will notice the 
miniature of General Washington worn on a slender gold chain: 
on the frame of this miniature is inscribed, “from Washington 
to his dear Anne”. I bought this portrait in Rome some twenty- 
five years and more ago, solely because of the miniature, for 
I did not know whom it represented. As a work of art, portrait 
of an American lady of that period, it is not without merit; 
indeed it is above the average. I was much puzzled to define 
the identity of General Washington’s “dear Anne”, but raked 
the family connection in vain. A short time later, Miss Mil- 
dred Lee recognized the picture hanging in my library at 
Palazzo Pamphili as a portrait of her grandmother, and told 
me the miniature had been General Washington’s wedding 
present. All this was highly interesting and satisfactory. Two 
years ago, I spent a few days in Lexington as the guest of the 
University, and I there discovered that there existed no por- 
trait of General Lee’s mother in their collection. On my re- 
turn here, I had a photograph made, of which I sent one 
copy to the University, another to my kinsman, Gov. Mac- 
Corkle, of Charleston, W. Va., and the third I now send to 
you. On my death, the original portrait will go to the Wash- 
ington and Lee University in Lexington.

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GENERAL Rospert E. LEE 


By Major General William Harding Carter. 


[It is the purpose of the editors of this Magazine to confine 
its pages almost entirely to the printing of source material for 
Virginia history ; but occasionally it seems good to deviate from 
this rule. A paper on General Lee by such a distinguished 
soldier as General William Harding Carter finds a suitable place 
in a magazine published in General Lee’s war-time home. 

General Carter is a descendant of Giles Carter (1634-1700) 
of Henrico County, and began his military career in 1864, when 
a boy of thirteen, he was a mounted messenger in the Federal 
Army. His career since his graduation at West Point is wel] 
known. | 


Virginia has been especially fortunate in the number of 
gifted men produced within her borders who have rendered 
the State and nation services of a high order. The strong 
families which grew out of the conditions surrounding the 
Tide Water planters furnished brilliant examples of their 
school of thought and action but that there was no ban in the 
old commonwealth upon genius of more modest estate is amply 
evidenced by the careers of such types as Patrick Henry and 
General Stonewall Jackson. 


War for a principle always finds at the forefront the manly 
men, the gentlemen, who forsaking the allurements of peace 
go forth to battle that their view of right shall prevail, and 
out of every war of magnitude there comes some figure to 
whom all eyes turn in recognition of superior qualities. 


With the hopes and hearts of the Confederacy ever centered 
upon him, it required a sturdy frame and a life of well guarded 
habits to enable Robert E. Lee to bear the burden of hardship 
and command during the four years of blighting civil war. 
That he bore it to the last without deviation from the standards 
of character derived from a long line of distinguished ancestors 
is the verdict of history. 
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The great value of strong families to any nation makes it 
peculiarly important that personal characteristics of individuals 
should be accentuated rather than submerged in the more ma- 
terial story of general success or failure. Memoirs and diaries 
are usually written without object other than to preserve per- 
sonal experiences and opinions. They supply the sidelights 
needful to perfect history and to enable posterity to discern 
the motives which move men in the lesser as well as in the 
more important affairs of life. It is to be regretted that such 
writings seldom become available to historians until the gene- 
ration to which they pertain has passed. 

It does not fall to the lot of a single generation to produce 
many men of the extraordinary qualities and commanding 
characteristics of Robert E. Lee. When we view the futile 
efforts of his contemporaries to properly estimate his life work 
it makes it all the more important that the fragmentary data 
found in diaries and the by-ways of literature shall be pre- 
served and made available for the historian who will write 
when all the fires of sectional hatred and distrust shall have 
been as completely sunk in oblivion as are those of the tory 
and patriot families of the Revolution. 

Countless thousands have gazed upon the awe-inspiring 
mausoleum of Napoleon in the Invalides at Paris with a sense 
of the very presence of tramping, desolating armies. A cen- 
tury ago all Europe was, as now, an armed camp. Its map 
had been made and re-made at the whim of the heroic figure 
who then dominated its affairs. But in the end, his martial 
destiny, in which he had so long relied, directed his course 
to Waterloo and the oblivion of the lonely isle of St. Helena. 
Coming down the intervening years we have the diaries and 
memoirs of Napoleon’s immediate military family, even the 
views of his valets, and all have been devoured by a voracious 
and insatiable reading public. Out of it all there has come 
a solitary figure unrivalled in technical knowledge of the art 
of war, who had the gift of arousing and holding the enthusiasm 
of a nation in arms through all the years of his leadership, 
and in the end has left the world only a synonym—The Man 
on Horseback. 
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' Another mausoleum of less intrinsic grandeur than that in 
the Invalides and not so frequented by tourists, marks the 
resting place of Robert E. Lee, near the village of Lexington 
in the Blue Ridge Mountains of Virginia. It is impossible 
to gaze upon this mausoleum without feeling the impress which 
rightfully comes from the career of one who has not only re- 
ceived the profound recognition of the civilized world for his 
ability in the profession of arms, but who left an example 
of honorable conduct, Christian character and model family 
life which will abide as a heritage with his people so long as 
children lisp the story of their forebears’ deeds. 

In studying the cold official archives of wars the student 
gradually becomes possessed with a desire to learn more of the 
personality of those who have directed the pawns upon the 
battlefields. Few writers have failed to make estimates of the 
relative qualifications of the leaders of the Civil War which 
by its long continuance and wide-spread area of operations gave 
ample opportunity for development of those in whom the real 
light of leadership burned. It is remarkable how accurately 
the experience of the Revolution was repeated as far as the 
employment of foreign officers was concerned, for during the 
four years of gruelling campaigning every important battle 
of the Civil War was commanded by Americans. Out of sixty 
important battles and campaigns all but five were commanded 
on both sides by graduates of West Point. This result, the in- 
evitable logic of battle experience, found the leaders of the two 
armies without doubt as to the superior qualities of the com- 
manders of the opposing sides. The family name of each con- 
tinues to be borne upon the Army Register and with the prestige 
which rightfully flows from distinguished service representa- 
tives of this and coming generations may be relied upon for 
more than yeoman service. 


The basic foundations of General Robert E. Lee’s character 
are well set forth in one of his letters to his son, George 
Washington Custis Lee, when the latter was a cadet at West 
Point. It has long been one of the traditions that the parent 
confided his expectations to the son that the latter should stand 
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as well as the father had stood. G. W. C. Lee fulfilled the 
injunction by graduating at the head of his class, beating his 
father by one file. 


**You must study to be frank with the world; frankness 
is the child of honesty and courage. Say just what you mean 
to do on every occasion, and take it for granted you mean to do 
right. If a friend ask a favor, you should grant it, if it is 
reasonable; if not, tell him plainly why you cannot: you will 
wrong him and yourself by equivocation of any kind. Never 
do a wrong thing to make a friend or keep one; the man who 
requires you to do so is dearly purchased at a sacrifice. Deal 
kindly, but firmly with your classmates; you will find it the 
policy which wears best. Above all, do not appear to others 
what you are not. If you have any fault to find with any 
one, tell him, not others, of what you complain; there is no 
more dangerous experiment than that of undertaking to be one 
thing before a man’s face and another behind his back. We 
should live, act, and say, nothing to the injury of anyone. It 
is not only best as a matter of principle, but is the path to 
peace and honor. . . . Duty, then, is the sublimest word in our 
language. You cannot do more, you should never do less. 
Never let me and your mother wear one gray hair for any 
lack of duty on your part.” 


Here, by his own hand, are the springs of action which gov- 
erned his own career and brought young Robert E. Lee at 
an early period of his life, to the serious and admiring con- 
sideration of his superiors and others high in the councils of 
the nation. In these days of world-wars we may pause and 
read, perhaps with profit, something of this American soldier. 

John Esten Cooke, himself a Virginian of no little merit, 
says of Robert E. Lee: 


“He was conceded by all to be a person of the highest moral 
character ; was the descendant of an influential and distinguished 
family, which had rendered important services to the country 
in the Revolution; his father had been the friend of Washing- 
ton, and had achieved the first glories of arms, and the ample 
estates derived from his wife gave him that worldly prestige 


* General Carter is not aware that the genuineness of this letter has 
been strongly attacked by the late W. Gordon McCabe and others. 
Capt. McCabe wrote “the letter is spurious beyond question.”—(Editor.) 
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which has a direct influence upon the fortunes of an individual. 
Colonel Lee could thus look forward without the imputation 
of presumption, to positions of the highest responsibility and 
honor under the government.” 


General Ethan Allen Hitchcock, a grandson of Ethan Allen, 
and one of the most remarkable of the many students and 
writers West Point has produced, frequently mentions Robert 
E. Lee in his diary and notes the confidence reposed in him by 
General Scott during the campaign in Mexico, where Hitchcock 
served as Inspector General. Here we learn that, “General 
Scott attributed the fall of Vera Cruz to the skill and activity 
of Captain Lee,” and then, under date of March 20, 1846, 
follows this remarkable entry: 


“Captain R. E. Lee, one of the engineers, and an admirable 
officer, had a narrow escape with his life yesterday. Returning 
from a working party with Lieutenant P. T. Beauregard, he 
turned a point in the path of the bushes, and suddenly came 
tipon one of our soldiers who no doubt mistook him for 
a Mexican and the soldier challenged ‘Who comes there?’ 
‘Friends!’ said Captain Lee. ‘Officers’, said Beauregard at 
the same time, but the soldier in trepidition and haste, leveled 
a pistol at Lee and fired. The ball passed between his left 
arm and body—the flame singeing his coat, he was so near. 
The General was very angry, and would not listen to Lee’s 
intercession in behalf of the man.” 


The simply recorded story of an excited and surprised sen- 
tinel of the outpost, aiming in haste and firing a large caliber 
pistol ball between the left arm and body fo a presumed foe. 
A bit of rust, a stiff lock and a hard pull on the trigger prob- 
ably served to draw the muzzle far enough to the right to 
miss the heart—and leave Robert E. Lee to command the army 
of Northern Virginia during four years of titanic war, and 
in final defeat to give his people and example of Christian for- 


‘ titude and ideal endeavor unparalleled in all history. ‘a 


General E. D. Keyes, who kept a record of events during 
the many years of his service, including those spent in the mili- 
tary family of General Winfield Scott, has left us this estimate 
of Robert E. Lee:

“He passed the four years of his cadetship without a single 
mark of demerit, and during my long acquaintance with him 
I never heard him accused of an act of meanness, tyranny or 
neglect of duty. His nature was genial and sociable, and he 
would join freely in all the sports and amusement proper to 
his age. He was exempt from every form and degree of 
snobbery, which is a detestable quality that appears most often 
among people whose theories of government presume an ab- 
solute equality. To whatever station he was ordered, however 
secluded or unhealthy it might be, he would go to it with 
cheerfulness. Every kind of duty seemed a pleasure to him, 
and he never intrigued for promotion or reward. Neverthe- 
less, no man could stand in his presence and not recognize his 
capacity and acknowledge his moral force. His orders, con- 
veyed in mild language, were instantly obeyed, and his motives 
were universally approved. In all the time in which I observed 
his conduct I was true to my own antecedents. I was a North- 
ern man, and no word dropped from my lips or was shed from 
my pen that did not testify to my origin and proper allegiance. 
I will not deny that the presence of Lee, and the multiform 
graces that clustered around him, oftentimes oppressed me, 
though I never envied him, and I doubt if he ever excited envy 
in any man. All his accomplishments and alluring virtues ap- 
peared natural to him, and he was free from the anxiety, 
distrust, and awkwardness that attend a sense of inferiority, 
unfriendly discipline and censure.” 


It was General Keyes, then Military Secretary to General 
Scott, who, on April 18, 1861, ushered Colonel Lee into the 
presence of his old friend and commander for that fateful 
interview of which neither participant left the slightest record, 
but during which the command of the Federal Army was 
generally believed to have been urged upon Colonel Lee, who 
had not then tendered his resignation from the army. General 
Keyes records as to General Scott that, “He had an almost 
idolatrous fancy for Lee, whose military genius he esteemed 
above that of any other officer of the army.” 

At various times during the progress of the Civil War there 
appeared insistent rumors of disagreement between the Presi- 
dent of the Confederacy and General Lee. In an address to 
the survivors of the Army of Northern Virginia in Richmond, 
Jefferson Davis saved future historians all necessity for re- 
search as to this by the statement: 
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“Robert E. Lee was my associate and friend in the Military 
Academy, and we were friends until the hour of his death. 


We were associates and friends when he was a soldier and I 
a congressman, and associates and friends when he led the 
armies of the Confederacy and I held civil office; and there- 
fore I may claim to speak as one who knew him. In the 
many sad scenes and perilous circumstances through which we 
passed together, our conferences were frequent and full; yet 
never was there an occasion on which there was not entire har- 
mony of purpose and accordance as to means. If there was 
ever a difference of opinion it was dissipated by discussion, 
and harmony was the result. I repeat, we never disagreed, 
and I may add that I never saw in him the slightest tendency 
to self-seeking. It was not his to make a record; it was not 
his to shift blame to other shoulders; but it was his, with an 
eye fixed upon the welfare of his country, never faltering, to 
follow the line of duty to the end. His was the heart that 
braved every difficulty ; his was the mind that wrought victory 
out of defeat. I never knew Lee to decline to attempt any- 
thing man should dare. 

“Here he now sleeps in the land he loved so well, and that 
land is not Virginia only, for they do injustice to Lee who 
believe he fought only for Virginia. He was ready to go any- 
where, on any service, for the good of his country, and his 
heart was as broad as the fifteen states struggling for the 
principles that our forefathers fought for in the Revolution 
of 1776. He sleeps with the thousands who fought under the 
same flag—and happiest they who first offered up their lives; 
he sleeps in the soil to him and to them most dear. That 
flag was furled when there were none to bear it. Around it 
we are assembled a remnant of the living, to do honor to his 
memory, and there is an army of skeleton sentinels to keep 
watch above his grave. This good citizen, this gallant soldier, 
this great general, this true patriot, had yet a higher praise 
than this or these—he was a true Christian. The Christianity 
which ennobled his life gives to us the consolatory belief that 
he is happy beyond the grave. When the monument we build 
shall have crumbled into dust, his virtues will still live, a high 
model for the imitation of generations yet unborn.” 


When Henry Clay had failed to reach the political goal 
for which he had so splendidly campaigned, the Clay Clubs 
delivered to him an address which may be aptly applied to the 
case of General Lee and his devoted followers: 
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“We will remember you, Henry Clay, while the memory 
of the glorious or the sense of the good remain in us, with 
a grateful and admiring affection which shall strengthen with 
our strength and shall not decay with our decline. We will 
remember you in all our future trials and reverses as him 
whose name honored defeat and gave it a glory, which victory 
could not have brought. We will remember you when patriotic 
hope rallies again to successful contest with the agencies of 
corruption and ruin; for we will never know a triumph which 
you do not share in life, whose glory does not accrue to you 
in death.” 


The truthful and recorded history of a nation, perpetuating 
heroic ideals and lofty purposes will endure when triumphal 
arches and monuments have crumbled to dust and mingled 
with the ashes of bygone centuries. General Grant, the great 
soldier who led the armies of the North to final and complete 
victory, writing from his bed of mortal illness, has set a stand- 
ard of thought concerning the civil war to which honorable 
men of all sections may well subscribe, in entire good faith: 


“T would not have the anniversaries of our victories cele- 
brated, nor those of our defeats made fast days and spent in 
humiliation and prayer; but I would like to see truthful his- 
tory written. Such history will do full credit to the courage, 
endurance and soldierly ability of the American citizen, no 
matter what section of the country he hailed from, or in what 
ranks he fought. The justice of the cause which in the end 
prevailed will, I doubt not, come to be acknowledged by every 
citizen of the land in time.”

ANOTHER LEE LETTER 


“So far as can be ascertained by examination of the printed 
documents and by inquiry at the leading collections of manu- 
scripts, the subjoined letter of General Robert E. Lee has not 
previously appeared in print. However, some of the points 
contained in it will be recognized as having appeared in other 
utterances of the General’s. 
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A few years after graduation from West Point, the late Mr. 
Benjamin H. Wright, of Rome, New York, resigned from the 
army and devoted himself to the profession of civil engineering. 
He pursued this calling with success, in various parts of the 
Union and adjacent countries. One of his most notable achieve- 
ments was the construction of the first railroad in Cuba. At 
the time of the Civil War he was too old for military service, 
but did what he could in a civilian capacity. He kept up a 
voluminous correspondence then and subsequently, with many 
of the leaders on both sides. It was one of his idiosyncracies, 
says his daughter, Miss Henrietta H. Wright, of Rome, to 
draft a letter, then lay it aside for days, weeks or even months, 
to “season”, after which he would revise it and dispatch it. 

Finding this letter from General Lee among her father’s 
papers, Miss Wright treasured it carefully. Recently she be- 
gan to feel that such a document should not remain in private 
hands, so consulted several friends, concerning its disposal, 
amongst others, her attorney, Charles A. Miller, Esquire, of 
Utica, and Samuel H. Beach, president of the Rome Savings 
Bank. As a result of these discussions Miss Wright decided 
to present the letter to the Jervis Library of Rome, and while 
that institution is providing an adequate place for its safe- 
keeping, Mr. Beach has it in the vaults of his bank. At 
Mr. Miller’s suggestion and with Miss Wright’s entire approval, 
Mr. Beach kindly permitted the letter to be seen and copied, and 
suggested that Miss Wright might have a copy of her father’s 
letter to General Lee. A call upon Miss Wright elicited the 
fact that she had found an unfinished draft of a letter from 
her father to the General, which she graciously permitted to 
be copied. 


Rome, N. Y., August 28, 1868. 
Dear Sir: 
Notwithstanding we are graduates of the same institution, 
viz., the U. S. Military Academy, I have not the pleasure of 
a personal acquaintance, and without recollection os even ever 


having met you. You are better known to me through your 
recent prominence than I am to you; for since leaving the 
army in 1823, I have sought no prominence in public life nor 
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did I take any active part in the recent unhappy contest. I 
was occasionally in Washington during this period, where I 
met my cotemporaries at the M. Academy, and you were the 
subject of frequent remarks. While they were free to condemn 
the course you felt obligated to take, you were never spoken 
of in terms of vituperation but simply with regret. I can 
well conceive of the struggle in your own breast and the irresist- 
ible ties of kindred. I may remark here also that though I see 
your name mentioned often in the public prints and heard 
moreover in my travels and in conversation, yet I have never 
known this in connection with abusive language, but coupled 
with evidence of personal respect. 


My principal motive in writing to you is to ask you the 
favor to confirm the impressions I have rec’d [sic] in regard 
to certain events during the war, if so be that those impres- 
sions are correct, otherwise that you will be pleased to say 
to me that I am in error. Now that the contest is over I can 
see no impropriety in asking of you this favor. 


Here the draft abruptly ends. Apparently Mr. Wright 
laid it aside until the following January. Whether he simply 
completed this letter or wrote an entirely different one can- 
not now be determined. But the points he wished to raise are 
clear from the answer of General Lee. 


Lexington, Va. 
18 Jan’y, 1869 


Dear Sir: 

A reply to your letter of the 4th instant would require more 
time than I can devote to it, and lead to a description of 
military affairs from which for reasons that will occur to you, 
I hope you will excuse me. I will, therefore, only say that the 
failure of the Confederate Army at Gettysburg was owing to 
a combination of circumstances, but for which success might 
have been reasonably expected. It is presumed that Gen’l 
Burnside had good reasons for his move from Warrenton 
to Fredericksburg. As far as I was able to judge, the earlier 
arrival of his pontoons at Aquia Creek would not have ma- 
terially changed the result. Their appearance would only have 
produced an earlier concentration of the Confederate Army at 
Fredericksburg. As regards General McClellan, I have always 
entertained a high opinion of his capacity and have no reason 
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to think he omitted to do anything that was in his power. It 
is difficult for me to say what success would have attended 
the execution of your plan of moving the Federal Army to 
Aquia Creek after its attack on Fredericksburg, and of threat- 
ening Richmond from Fort Monroe, with the available troops 
in that quarter, and then entering the Rappahannock with the 
main army. I do not think that the Confederate Army would 
have retired to Richmond until the movement developed the 
necessity. After the accomplishment of an event, it is so easy 
with the aid of our after knowledge, to correct errors that 
arose from previous want of information that it is difficult 
to apportion the weight that should be given to conclusions thus 
reached.

The late Dr. Beale stated that he married 1st Mary —————; and 
Elizabeth —————;; that the first wife joined in a deed for 150 acres 
in Stafford, Oct. 9, 1699 and the second in a deed to Benjamin Newton, 
Jr., Richmond county, 1710. Issue:

6. GerrarD® NEwToN married 1st Rebecca —————, (named in John 
Newton’s will Aug. 10, 1695), and 2nd Elizabeth —-———, named in the 
appraisement of her husband’s estate, Richmond county, 1705.

14. Gerrard; died aged 13; 15. Rose, married Thomas Grigsby; 
16. Elizabeth. 

7. THomas*® Newton, of “Wilmington”, Westmoreland county; sheriff 
of that county 1723. That eminent genealogist, the late Wilson Miles 
Cary, stated, after an examination of the records of the Northern 
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Neck, that he married twice; 1st Elizabeth (died before 1702) daughter 
of Col. Isaac Allerton and Elizabeth Willoughby his wife, and and 
Beheathland, daughter of Nehemiah Storke, of Westmoreland. There 
is in Barradall’s Reports (B. 174), the statement of a suit against 
Willoughby Newton, son of Thomas. After reciting that Mrs. Elizabeth 
(Gilson) Storke was the original grantee of the land in question, it 
says that Mrs. Storke died Oct. 1693 and by will devised the land 
to her daughter Elizabeth Storke, “whose heir apparent the defendant 
is”. Elizabeth was born in 1687 and “was married in 1702 to the de- 
fendants father” [Thomas Newton], who died in 1728. The land was 
first seated for Beheathland Gilson, and “the defendant who is 33 
years old, has Beheathland’s right”. It will be noted that it is not said 
that Elizabeth was the defendant’s mother. Isaac Allerton, in his will 
dated 1702, names his grandson Allerton Newton. The name, Willough- 
by so frequently found in this line would indicate an Allerton-Willough- 
by descent. 


Following is an abstract of Thomas Newton’s will, dated Aug. 
6, 1727, proved in Westmoreland Jan. 31, 1727. “To son Wil- 
loughby Newton all that tract of land near Totuskey, Richmond 
county, containing 350 acres, also my mill and 2 acres at Totuskey, 
also land I bought from Capt. Charles Barber where the mill now 
stands, also 180 acres I bought of Robert Banks, also my dwelling 
house and plantation, after my wife’s death, also 315 acres I bought 
of Nicholas Martin, also 250 acres I bought of Anthony Morgan, also 
all the negroes now in said Willoughby’s possession, because I have 
long before given them to him, also seven negroes (named) to serve 
until they are 31 years of age; to my daughter Catherine Brent all the 
negroes I have formerly let her have and 1000 lbs. tobacco; to my 
daughter Elizabeth Waughope 3 negroes she has in her possession and 
certain personal property; to grandson Newton Keene a young horse; 
to my son [in law] the Rev. Mr. Walter Jones and Beheathland his 
wife, three negroes they now have and to my daughter Beheathland 
Jones three cows; to my wife Elizabeth Newton 5 negroes to serve 
until they are 31 years old, also a horse, 10 cows, 15 sheep, half the 
hogs, shoats and pigs upon the plantation, certain furniture, etc., a silver 
beaker, a silver cup, 4 silver spoons and my dwelling house and plan- 
tation during her life. To son Willoughby Newton all rest of estate 
and appoint him sole executor. (The widow, Mrs. Elizabeth Newton, 
married secondly, Col. Samuel Oldham. Fragments of her tomb at 
“Wilmington”, show that she died in 1759 in her 72nd year.) 


Issue: (Newton) 


17. Willoughby‘; 18. Allerton, probably died unmarried; 18. Catherine, 
married 1st ————— Martin, and 2nd James Brent, of Northumberland 
county. He died in 1710 leaving a will. She died in 1761 and in her 
will names (among others) her children Beheathland and Willoughby ; 
19. Elizabeth, married 1st William Keene, of Northumberland county, 
whose will dated Oct. 8, 1725, and proved Feb. 16, 1725, names her son 
Newton Keene, and appoints his wife and his friend Thomas Newton 
executors. Mrs. Keene married 2nd Major John Waughope or Wau- 
chope, of Northumberland. In 1750, as Elizabeth Waughope, she made 
a deed to her son Newton Keene; 20. Beheathland married Rev. Walter 
Jones. 
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*No account of this Hudson family is in print except what appears 
in Woods’ History of Albemarle County, 230, 231; the Va. Magazine 
of History and Biography, XXI, 436, and The Clay Family (Filson 
Club) 4, 5, 7, 52-55. Two brothers, John and Charles Hudson emi- 
grated to Virginia and settled in what is now Hanover county about 
1700. The date of emigration is traditional and is probably too early 
as no Hudson appears as a landholder in King and Queen, King Wil- 
liam or New Kent in 1704. John Hudson died in 1734 when his in- 
ventory was recorded in Hanover county. He married Elizabeth Harris 
(who as late as 1770 was living about seven miles from Hanover 
Town) and had issue: George, Christopher, John, William, Charles, 
David, Cuthbert and Thomas and three daughters. 

George*® Hudson (son of John’) married Elizabeth Jennings and died 
in 1773. His will was dated Nov. 30, 1770 and proved in Hanover 
April 14, 1773. He left to his wife, two daughters and grandchildren 
(the latter including the future statesman, Henry Clay) thirty-one 
slaves and his plantation. He had two children: 1. Mary, married 
Capt. John Watkins, 2. Elizabeth, married 1st Rev. John Clay (and 
was the mother of Henry Clay) and 2d Henry Watkins. It is rather 
singular that, at his death in 1782, the father of the “Mill Boy of the 
Slashes”, left twenty negroes, quite a good estate. Charles? Hudson 
(son of John’) removed to Prince Edward county about 1776. 

Charles’ Hudson, the other emigrant, patented land in Hanover in 
1732. Woods states that in 1730-33 he patented 3,300 acres on the Hard- 
ware, in Albemarle, including what became the family seat, “Mt. Air”, 
and in 1735 2,000 acres on Ivy Creek in the same county. Woods gives 
an account of his descendants (pp. 230, 231), Charles, Martin, John 
and William Hudson were Virginia officers in the Revolution. 

*Samuel Cobbs of Williamsburg and afterwards of Amelia county 
belonged to a family which had lived for several generations in York 
county, but whose emigrant ancestor, Ambrose Cobbs, had, on July 25, 
1639, patented 350 acres on Appomattox. The name was spelt both 
Cobbs and Cobb. Samuel Cobbs was a Burgess for Amelia at the 
sessions of May 1742, Sept. 1744, Feb. 1745, July 1746, March 1747 
and April 1749. The family was a large one and scattered widely 
through Virginia and the South. John Cobbs or Cobb and Thomas 
Cobb, who removed to Georgia, had many prominent descendants. See 
this Magazine, IV, 209, 210, 332, 333, and William and Mary Quarterly, 
XIX, 51-56. 

* The land granted in this patent was soon included in the new county 
of Albemarle. 

*Col. William Randolph, Jr. “Turkey Island”, Henrico county, son of 
William Randolph the emigrant, was born Nov., 1681, and died Oct. 
19, 1742. He was appointed clerk of Henrico county May 1710, and 
held the office until May, 1720; was clerk of the House of Burgesses 
1702-12, and appointed to the Council 1728. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Peter Beverley of Gloucester county. 

His tomb is at “Turkey Island” with the following epitaph: 


“Here lyeth the Honourable William Randolph 
Esq eldest Son of Col. William Randolph 
of this place and of Mary his wife who was 
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of the Antient & Eminent family of Northampton- 
shire, having been introduced early in Business 
and passed through many of the inferiour offices 
of Government with great Reputation & eminent Capacity 
He was at last 
By his Majesty’s happy choice & the universal 
approbation of his Country advanced to the 
Council. His experience in men & business 
the native gravity & dignity of his person & behaviour 
his attachment to the interests of his Country 
knowledge of the laws in general & of the 
laws & constitution of this Colony in particular 
his integrity above all Calumny or suspicion 
the acuteness of his parts & the extensiveness 
of his genius together with the solidity of 
sense & judgment which was ever predom- 
inant in all he said or did—rendered 
him not only equal but an ornament 
to the high office he bore & had made 
him universally lamented as a most 
able and impartial judge & as an upright 
& useful magistrate. In all other respects 
neither was he less conspicuous for 
a certain Majestic plainness of sense 
& honour which carried him through 
all parts of private life with an equal 
dignity & reputation & deservedly obtained 
him the character of a just good man 
in all the severall dutys & relations 
of life. Natus Novr. 1681. Mortuus Oct. 19, 1742

William and Elizabeth Randolph had issue: (1) Beverley, of “Tur- 
key Island”, d. s. p.; (2) Peter, of “Chatsworth”,,member of Council, 
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Surveyor-General of the Customs for the Middle District of North 
America; (3) William, of “Wilton”; (4) Mary, married John Price; 
(5) Elizabeth, married Colonel John Chiswell. 


Following is a copy of the will of Colonel William Randolph: 


“In the name of God Amen. I, William Randolph, of Henrico County 
do make this my last will & Testament in manner & form following, I 
recommend my Soul to God hoping through the meritts & mediation 
of my blessed Saviour Jesus Christ to receive pardon & remission of 
my sin. As to my Body I give it, to be disposed of & buried at the 
discretion of my Executors. Item. I give and bequeath unto my 
daughter Mary Eight Hundred Pounds Sterling, & One Hundred Pounds 
Current Money, with a New Chaise & Harness for Six Horses which 
I have sent for, together with six horses of her own choosing. Item. 
I give & devise unto my son Peter Randolph & his Heirs forever all 
my land lying at West Ham, not before given him, with Sixteen Negroes 
thereon. I also give and devise to him & his Heirs forever my tract 
of Land at Letalone in Goochland County containing Nine Hundred 
and Odd Acres with Seven Negroes belonging thereto, also all my 
Land at the Fork of Appommattox that lyeth on the North Side of 
the River, & not before given to his brother Beverly Randolph, with 
Seven Negroes belonging thereto. Item. I give and devise unto my 
son William Randolph and his Heirs forever all my Land lying on 
the Branches of Fighting Creek in Goochland County containing Seven 
Thousand & odd acres with all the Negroes thereon except those herein 
otherwise given. I also give him two Negroes named Hercules & 
Isaac. Item. I give unto Sarah Cobb for the use of her daughter 
One hundred Pounds Current Money. I also give unto her Daughter 
Sarah Stagg all my Land on the South Side of Appomattox River to 
be to her and the Heirs of her Body lawfully begotten forever & for 
want of such Heirs then to return to my Son William Randolph & his 
Heirs forever. I also annex to the said Land for the uses aforementioned 
Five Negroes named Redriff, Affey, Bagwell, Jack & Phibby. Item. I 
give unto my son Peter Randolph Two Negroes named Jenny & Flora. 
All the rest & residue of my Estate Real & Personall I give unto my 
Son Beverley & his Heirs forever except as followeth, I give unto my 
Daughter Mary Five Negroes Named Phibby, Mirtilla, Phillis & her 
Three children. I give unto my Son William Randolph all my Plate 
& Household goods on the Plantation where I live in Goochland 
County. It is my will that the Stock Tools & utensils on the several 
Lands be given therewith. It is also my will that the Slaves & Plan- 
tations herein particularly given be kept together by my Executor untill 
my Legacies shall be paid out of the Profits thereof. Item. I give 
Two Hundred Pounds Sterling which is owing me from my Son-in- 
Law John Chiswell unto his Daughters Elizabeth & Susannah to be 
put out to interest by my Executors for their use. 

Lastly I do appoint my Three Sons Beverly Randolph, Peter Ran- 
dolph, & William Randolph, Executors of this my Last Will & Testa- 
ment & it is my direction that my Executors be not oblidged to Inventory 
or appraise my Estate. 

Witness my Hand & Seal the Seventeenth Day of October One 
Thousand Seven Hundred & Forty Two.

*Robert Munford, Jr., was a Burgess for Prince George county, 
1736-1740. He married Anna, daughter of Richard Bland, of “Jordan’s 
Point”, and died December, 1744. For accounts of various families of 
Munford and Mumford see Tyler’s Quarterly Magazine, III, 174, 180, 
and Slaughter’s Bristol Parish, 194-199. 

*” Paulin Anderson was of King and Queen county. At the session of 
May 1723 the General Assembly docked the entail on land belonging to 
Pierce Butler and Paulin Anderson. Only the title of the act is 
printed in Hening, IV, 142. By a deed dated May 12, 1738, and re- 
corded in Amelia county, Paulin Anderson of King and Queen, con- 
veyed to his son, Francis Anderson, of Amelia, 500 acres in that 
county, being part of 2,000 acres patented by Paulin Anderson in 1733. 
On July, 1784, a deed was made in Amelia by Richard Anderson (and 
Jane, his wife) son of Paulin Anderson deceased. Francis Anderson, 
Sr., of Amelia (no doubt the son of Paulin Anderson) in his will, 
dated Aug. 23, and proved Nov. 23, 1787, in that county, named his 
daughter Elizabeth Pride and her children, Elizabeth and Anderson 
Pride, son-in-law Edward Munford, son Francis Anderson, daughter 
Ann Paulin Anderson, daughters Sarah Anderson, Mary Goode, An- 
gelica Munford and Elizabeth Booker. 

Though several counties and rivers intervened, there seems to have 
been a considerable emigration from King and Queen and King Wil- 
liam to Amelia. 

“ Richard Anderson, Jr., was probably of the family of Anderson of 
“Gold Mine”, later in Hanover county, to which belonged Col. Richard 
Clough Anderson, of the Revolution, General Robert Anderson and other 
prominent men. 

“The names of William, Joseph, Abraham and Richard Eccles were 
probably spelt by the clerk according to the sound of the real spelling, 
Echols. John Eachols owned 220 acres in King and Queen in 1704. 

* John Battaile, Jr., who patented land in Surry county was no doubt 
named Battle. William Battaill owned 800 acres in Nansemond county 
in 1704. Matthew Battell, cooper, made a deed in Surry, 1653, and 
another from the same and Ann, his wife, was recorded in Dec., 1659. 
John Battle lived in Surry in 1687. This family removed to the South 
and has produced many men of distinction. 

“ Gilley’s Creek flows through the eastern portion of the present city 
of Richmond. It derives its name from an early settler whose name 
is variously spelt Gilly Gromarin and Gillygro Marin. Evidently it was 
a —— name which the county clerks of the day found difficult to 
make out. 
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JOHN HOOK* AS A LOYALIST 


Copied from the originals in the possession of Miss Maggie 
Holland, of Moneta, Franklin County, Virginia, a great, 
great granddaughter of John Hook. (June, 1925.)

This committee are informed by Mr. Charles Lynch that 
sometime in the month of May in conversation with Mr. 
John Hook at Samuel Crockets, about an independent Com- 
pany in Bottetourt, entering of their protest about going out 
of the Colony; the sd Charles Lynch told the sd J. Hook they 
had men enough to the Northward, yes sd ye sd Hook & swore 
there were too many, the sd Lynch answered, yes, too many 
by all the regular troops, the sd Hook then expressed him- 
self in the warmest manner & swore by God, there never will 
be peace till that the Americans get well Floged, the sd Lynch 
then reproached the sd Hook with being an unworthy mem- 
ber of society, & accused him with dispersing a number of 
Pamphlets wrote against ye American cause with an intention 
of raising divisions among the People, which he did not deny 


* John Hook, a Scotchman, was a man of high character and large 
estate, who “was suspected,” says Wirt, who never saw the documents 
here printed, “of being unfriendly to the American cause.” His name, 
like those of so many of his contemporaries, would have been forgotten, 
had he not, in September, 1789, brought suit against John Venable, a 
commissary, who, in 1781, had taken two of Hook’s steers for the 
army. Patrick Henry was Venable’s counsel. In his speech he does 
not seem to have argued as to the law or the evidence; but made an 
appeal to the prejudices of the jury, who doubtless remembered the 
happenings recited in the text. Henry described the distressed condition 
of the country and the American army before the siege of Yorktown, 
the great success and the joy in the camp which was disturbed by the 
discordant notes of “John Hook, hoarsely bawling through the American 
camp, beef!, beef !, beef!” 

In the trial, which took place at New London, the plaintiff was given 
one penny damages and one penny costs. 
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but endeavoured to justify by saying that a majority of the 
country was of his opinion, at least he was certain a majority 
of the People of Bedford were. Whereupon the Committee 
ordered that James Steptoe & Haynes Morgan Gent. do wait 
upon the sd Mr. Hook with ye above Charge & desire his 
atendatnce before the Committee tomorrow at Ten O'clock to 
answer it.

Sir 

When I heard I was Cited to appear before the Committee 
I was in hopes the Particular charges exhibited against me 
would have been fully expressed in the summons given me to 
attend, it cannot be supposed that I can recollect, the instant 
the charges come against me, what to say in justification or 
who to call upon to make my innocence appear, in case of 
charges being groundless, I hope therefore to be excused for 
not attending the Committee till the charges are given me ex- 
pressly in writing. 

(No date.) 
Gentlemen 

In answer to your summons and memorandum of charges 
exhibited against me by Mr. Charles Lynch I beg leave to 
reply as follows: 

If I said there never would be peace till the Americans 
get well flog’d, I meant to say the Bostonians; I am loth to 
contradict Mr. Lynch but think he must be mistaken as to the 
word American, it has allways been my oppinion since the be- 
ginning of this unhappy dispute, the Bostonians did not be- 
have well in Destroying the Tea and that it is wreng to take a 
Brothers part under those circumstances, it was on this Prin- 
ciple that I wished them a scurging and not from any Enmity 
to the Liberties of America. I cannot allow by not gainsaying 
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Mr. Lynch’s accusation “of dispersing a number of pamphlets 
wrote against the American cause, with an intention to raise 
divisions amongst the People” to be construed an acknowledg- 
ment of the charge, or sufficient Evidence to prove it, I show’d 
the pamphlets here spoke of but to a very few of my ac- 
quaintance, I do not recollect of there ever being dispersed 
by me to any one, except two or three of the inhabitants of 
this Town and once of lending them to Mr. Robt. Cowan 
which he had a sight of at Mr. Donald’s without my knowl- 
edge and afterwards wrote to me for the loan of the same, 
I beg leave to observe to this committee that amongst the pam- 
phlets here spoke of there was some for as well as against 
the present measures, that I never conceiled those for or ex- 
posed those against the American cause which may be sup- 
posed I would have done, If I had any design of making 
devisions amongst the people as is alledged; I assure this 
comittee that I had no kind of design in bringing those pam- 
phlets to this county, more then to inform myself both sides 
of the question. 

From the intercourse I have lately had amongst the people 
of this County which on recollection I find to be only a small 
part of them, I was led to believe that there was a majority 
against the present violent measure, but from present appear- 
ances I now think otherwise, I think Mr. Lynch was wrong 
in saying that I was Certain a majority of the people of Bed- 
ford disaproved of the present proceedings, I only gave it as 
my opinion. 

Since I find my political sentiments disagreeable to this 
Committee which I wish ever to live in Friendship with, I 
assure them that in time to come I will conceil them, and as to 
the pamphlets I will deliver them up to the Committee to be 
delt with as they please. 

When I assure this Committee that I wish the Liberty and 
Prosperity of this Country as sincerely as any of them posibly 
can do, I hope a difference in opinion as to the mode of ob- 
taining the same, will not be judged sufficient grounds for 
declaring one of such sentiments an enemy to American 


Liberty. 
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New London Saturday June 18, 1777. 


John Hook complains of Col. Wm. Mead (a Magistrate), 
at the head of a mob also of the following persons, vizt. Frank 
Thorp, Seymoor Miller, Cornelius Norvell, Zack Calloway, 
John Mitchell, John Clatter, John Bates, Nicholas Mead, Robert 
Brooks, Jacob Early, Wm. Reid, Alex Gibbs, & Robert Grif- 
fith draged me from my own house after a second application, 
and after threatening, if I did not come out & go with them, 
to burn down & cut my house to peaces over my head..... 
Zac Callaway, which I am informed that they intended tar- 
ring & feathering me, I agreed to go with them after John 
Mitchells promising his Honour that if I would go with them, 
and after receiving a summons in writing signed by the Col. 
Mead & in his hand writing to the same effect, that I should 
not be treated ill in the smallest degree, I accordingly went 
with John Mitchell to the house of John Bates where he.... 
Mead took two papers out of his pocket ... . first an asso- 
ciation signed by about twelve of the men... . principle of 
which is above resited wherein they agree to stand by each 
other in suppressing the tory party, the second exhibiting 
Treasonable charges against me, copy of which is hereto 
anexed in Col. Meads own hand writing & also signed by 
him on both those papers being red & Sarjent Irvine being 
examined, I was ————— I would give security for my ap- 
pearance at Court, Senator Ed. Winston & Col. Charles Lynch 
Delegate both present, in consequence wherecf I am drag’d to 
prison. Copy of my mittimus is hereto anexed procured from 
the Goaler. I was charged by Mead in behalf of the mob 
at my parell not to carry on any kind of Trade in this County 
till after Court. John Bates informs that Col. Mead applyed 
to Charles Lynch, Ro. Alexander, E. Winston &c to sign his 
mob association, they replyed there was no occasion that it 
was similar to the former association which they had signed 
also that Lynch and Winston approved of Mead’s proceed- 
ings against me. 
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I am informed Meads orders was to bring my body dead or 
alive, afterwards informed that the orders was given by Capt. 
Seymour Miller ————— (Ask John Bates information). 
Mead said Law or no law, we (meaning the mob association) 
was determin——— to proceed against me as they did. 


I am sorry that this committee is not sufficiently satisfied 
with the acknowledgment already made by me than as I earn- 
estly desire they should, I for this purpose am willing to make 
every acknowledgment that I posibly can do from principle, 
had I averted when I wish the Bostonians a scurging for de- 
stroying the Tea that it was done in the cause of American 
Liberty (and that is hear universally looked upon in that light 
through this whole Continent) I should have known that it 
would have given offence which I am truly sorry for and 
would have said it, but I then recollected that that part of 
there conduct in the cause, soon after it was done, was generally 
condemned without recollecting that it has since been justified 
by the representatives of America, who’s [which] conduct in 
the present disturbance, I acknowledge imprudent on reflection, 
I hope this will be satisfactory.

HARRISON OF JAMES RIVER

It is greatly to be regretted that the mass of family papers, cor- 
respondence, etc., which must have once been at “Berkeley” seems 
to have been destroyed or lost. Private letters from the “Signer” and 
his ancestors, which would have given so much aid in illustrating their 
lives and times are missing. A descendant, Mrs. Robert C. Randolph, 
of Clark County, has kindly sent a copy of one letter. It has been 
printed before, but its interest makes it worth while to include it in this 
account of the writer.

“An intercepted letter from Benjamin Harrison Esqr., one of the 
Delegates from Virginia to the Congress at Philadelphia, to Genl. 
Washington.” 


“Philadelphia, July 21st, 1775. 
Dear General 

I received your very acceptable favour of the roth. instant, by ex- 
press. your fatigue and various kinds of trouble, I dare say, are great, 
but they are not more than I expected, knowing the people you have to 
deal with, by the sample we have here. The Congress have taken the 
two regiments now raising in Connecticut into service, which with 
Riflemen, and recruits to your Regiments, will, I hope, make up the 
number voted by your council of war. I wish, with all my heart, 
your troops were better, and your stores more compleat, every thing 
that we can do here to put you in the best posture possible, I think 
you may depend will be done, I trust you will have a supply soon, of 
ammunition; without accident, you may depend on it. 

The want of Engineers, I fear, is not to be supplied in America. 
Some folks here have seemed much displeased at your report on that 
head; they affirm there are two very good ones with you. A Col. 
Gridley, I think is one. I took the liberty to say that they must be 
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mistaken; they were certainly either not in camp, or could not have 
the skill they were pleased to say they had. This in my soft way put 
a stop to anything more on the subject. Indeed, my friend, I do not 
know what to think of some of these men; they seem to be exceeding 
hearty in the cause, but still wish to keep every thing amongst thmselves. 

Our President is of quite a different cast; noble, disinterested, and gen- 
erous to a very great degree. The Congress have given you the appoint- 
ment of three brigade Majors. Mr. Trumbull has the office you pro- 
posed for him; the appointment of the Commissary of Artillery, ditto 
of Muster and quarter Master General, are also left to your disposal. 

Nothing is yet done as to the hospital, but I will bring it on very 
soon. Your brothers in the delegation have recommended it to our 
convention, to send some Virginians to the Camp, at the expense of 
our Colony, to learn the military art, and I hope you will see them 
soon. We have given the commission of first brigadier to Mr. Thomas. 
As Putnam’s commission was delivered, it would, perhaps, have offended 
the old gentleman, to have superseded him, the other, I hope, will still 
act. The Congress have, from your account, a high opinion of him, 
and I dare say will grant anything in their power that he may hereafter 
require. 

Your hint for a removal of Congress to some place nearer to you 
will come on tomorrow. I think it will not answer your expections, 
if we should remove; you shall have the result in the close of this. 
The Military Chest, I hope will be supplied soon; they begin to strike 
the bills this day, so that I hope some may be forwarded to you next 
week. What has occasioned the delay in this article I know not, with- 
out an imitation of the Congress in its slowness is become fashionable. 
I have had no further account from our country about the Governor, 
except that he is still at Yorktown, with three Men of War. He, 
Montague, and Foye, went the other day by water to his farm, and 
were within three or four minutes of being all taken by Captain Meredith 
with 70 men from Hanover, who are, with about 150 from other counties, 
guarding Williamsburg from any attempts that he may make with his 
boiled crabs. Meridith says, his intentions were to carry his Lordship 
to Williamsburg, to put him into the palace, and promise him protection, 
to convince him and the world that no injury was intended him; how- 
ever, as he missed his stroke, I dare say he will be charged with in- 
tending to murder him. We think the season too far advanced to 
send you any more men from the Southward; but it seems to be the 
general opinion, to send some thousands early in the spring. Should 
this be the case, if I have the honour of being here, you may depend 
on my care of Mr. Johnston. We have an imperfect account of an 
attack on New York, by some of the Over lake Indians; I hope it is 
not true, indeed (betwixt you and I) I give very little credit to any 
thing from that quarter, and wish I could say I had no reason to be 
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suspicious of those people. We yesterday received dispatches from 
Georgia; they have come into the Union, and have appointed delegates 
to the Congress; They have even done more; they with the South 
Carolinians, armed a vessel and have taken a ship with 140 barrels of 
King’s powder, which they have divided betwixt them. 

23d. The debate about our removal was taken up yesterday, and 
determined in the negative. I proposed a Committee, but could not 
carry it. I think the last method would have answered your purpose 
best, but the Gentlemen could not think of parting with the least 
particle of their power. Pendleton left us yesterday; all Maryland 
are gone off this day, and we intend to follow them next Sunday, if 
nothing material happens betwixt this and then. Our going, I expect, 
will break up the Congress; indeed, I think it is high time there was 
an end of it, we have been too long together. 

Edmond Randolph is here, and has the greatest desire to be with 
you. He has begged of me to say something in his favour, and that if 
you can with propriety, you will keep one of the places now in your 
gift for him: he is not able to support himself, or he would not ask 
this of you. You know him as well as I do; he is one of the cleverest 
young men in America and if Mr. Read should leave you, his place of 
Secretary can’t be better supplied. He will set off for New York in 
a few days, and I beg it as a favour of you to write a line to him, 
to be left at the post office there till called for. This deserving young 
man was in high repute in Virginia, and he fears his father’s conduct 
may tend to lessen him in the esteem of his Countrymen. He has 
taken this method without the advise of his friends, to raise him into 
favour, as he is determined on the thing. 

I am sure our good old Speaker will be much obliged for any favour 
you shew him. Applications of this sort, I fear will be too frequent, 
I shall avoid them as much as possible, but I could not refuse it on 
this occasion, well knowing that a most valuable young man, and one 
that I love, without, some step of this sort, may from the misconduct 
of his parent, be lost to his Country, which now stands much in need 
of men of his abilities. 

We have a report that Bob McKenzie was killed at Bunker’s Hill. 
Is it true? I had a great friendship for him formerly but can’t help 
saying I shall be glad to hear the news confirmed. 

24th. Nothing new in Congress, or from Virginia, to day; I should 
therefore have closed this without saying more, had not an application 
been made to me to introduce to you Captain Thomas Price, of a 


company of Riflemen from Maryland. He comes with a high char-. 


acter from thence, and is looked on as most firmly attached to the 
cause of America. He has a large family which he has left merely 


to forward the service. 
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The deputies from that country are gone home. I have seen a letter 
in his favour to Mr. Tilghman, highly commending him; and as he could 
not, through that channel, get a recommendation, I have been prevailed 
on to introduce him, which liberty I hope you will excuse. 

I am, my dear sir, yours, etc., 

Benjamin Harrison.” 


We are indebted to another descendant, Mrs. Paul W. Howle, of 
Richmond, for the following copies of Benjamin Harrison’s will and 
inventory obtained from the records of Charles City county. 

“Heads of a Will written by me, Benjamin of Berkley, all in my 
own hand, being in perfect sense, health and memory, and intended to 
be carried into due form by my friend Peter Lyons, esq. but if any 
accident should happen to deprive me of life before this is done it is 
my desire that it be taken for my last Will and Testament written 
and signed this third day of January One Thousand seven hundred and 
eighty. 

I give to my dear and affectionate Wife Elizabeth Harrison to her 
and her heirs forever, all my furniture except my plate, which she is 
to have the use of during her life. 


I also give her my Coach and harness, and six of the horses belong- 
ing to it to be chosen by her to her and her heirs forever. 

I also give to my dear Wife the use of all my tract of land whereon 
I now live called Berkley, with all the Slaves thereon, or belonging 
thereto, as well Tradesmen as others with all the stocks of horses, 
mules, cattle, sheep and hogs during her life, except such as I shall 
hereafter specially give away, out of which she is to pay my just 
debts and to support and maintain my Son William and my daughter 
Sarah; the better to enable her to do which I give her my part of 
the Ship now on the Stocks, and all the money that may be due from 
the other partners, which I hope she will apply immediately in the 
discharge of such debts as I shall leave unpaid, and to assist in any 
manner she shall think fit my Son Carter in building or buying a 
house at Cabin Point, and I recommend it to her to sell two of the 
three shares I have reserved for myself in the said Ship and to keep 
the other to import necessaries for herself and family. 

There is a debt due to the estate of William Lightfoot deceased, 
from my father’s estate, which I desire may be paid, not that I think 
I am indebted to the estate, for I solemnly declare that I think I have 
paid abundantly more than ever came to my hands, yet I direct the 
debt to be paid to prevent clamour and disputes. 

At the death of my wife I give my tract of land called Berkley, 
except such part of it as I shall give my son William, to my son 
Benjamin to him and his heirs forever, but it is my will and desire that 
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if my son Benjamin die without a male heir, that then my said tract of 
land as aforesaid go in remainder or reversion to my son Carter Bassett 
Harrison to him and his heirs forever. 

I give my son Carter B. Harrison my tract of land at Cabin Point, 
my mill and miller Oscar, and the land I have on both sides Savages 
run, my lots in or near the Town of Richmond and those drawn in 
Col. Byrds lottery in partnership with Col. Nathaniel Harrison to him 
and his heirs forever. 

I give to my son William Henry Harrison at the death of his mother, 
or on his coming of age, the upper part of my Berkley tract of land 
to him and his heirs forever; that is to say, beginning on my West 
line near the stump of a pine tree fronting the house that James Hardy- 
man lives in, from which a mast was cut for the large Ship, running 
from thence a strait due East course till it strikes my East line, but if 
my said son William should die before he comes of age or has a son, 
or should after he comes of age die and leave no son, in either of these 
cases it is my will and desire that the said tract or parcel of land 
go and descend in remainder or reversion to my son Carter B. Harrison 
to him and his heirs forever. 

I give unto my son Benjamin and his heirs forever all the negroes 
he has of mine in his possession at Hard Labor, except George the 
son of Frankey. I also confirm to him his right to Emanuel, and give 
him ship carpenter Tom and his wife Judy, and her children, and Tabb 
the wife of Emanuel. 

I give to my son Carter B. Harrison old Will and his wife Betty, 
and all her children, Sally daughter of Sarah and her two sons Coye 
and George Snow; old Coye and his wife Betty, York the son of old 
Will, Fidler, Baker, Dick and Anthony to him and his heirs forever. 
I also give him forty ewes and a ram, and direct that thirty head 
of cattle and three good work horses be bought for him, and I give 
him my Phaeton and harness and mw two colts rising two years old, 
and at the death of his mother I give him all my Plate, and at the 
death of his Aunt Stith, I give him the negro I lent her and all her 
increase, except two of them, which I shall hereafter give away, to 
him and his heirs forever. 

I give to my son and his heirs forever at the death of his mother 
or his coming of age al the negroes with their increase which I now 
have at my plantation called Oldhides; and Carpenter Tom the husband 
of Moll, and Critty’s son Charles; I also give my said son at the time 
aforesaid all the stock of cattle, horses and hogs at the said plantation 
and forty ewes and a ram from Berkley. 

I give to my daughter Elizabeth Rickman and her heirs forever Moll, 
Stoker and her daughter Polly and her granddaughter Betty and their 
increase, and Moses alias Swallon, George the son of Frank now at 
hard labour and stable Bob now a plowman. 
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I give to my daughter Anna Coupland and her heirs forever her 
maids Molly and Sally and their children and future increase, Critty’s 
children Phobe and Tom and Agg’s daughter Arry. I also desire that 
my Chariot may be fitted up in the best manner and four new harness 
bought and delivered to her. 

I give my daughter Lucy Randolph and her heirs forever her maid 
Patty and her increase. 

I give my granddaughter Betty Randolph a girl nearly of her own 
age to be chosen by my wife. 

I give to my grandson William Randolph, Critty’s son Dick, and 
to the child not yet named a negro boy about his age to be chosen by 
my wife to them and their heirs forever. 

I give to my daughter Sarah Harrison and her heirs forever, Sarah 
the daughter of Jenny, Molly the daughter of Tabb and Suckey the 
daughter of Diddy with their increase, and it is my will and desire that 
my son Benjamin at the death of his mother, he being so much better 
provided for than my other children, pay to my said daughter Sarah 
Two hundred and twenty Half Johannes in gold, but if my said daughter 
should not then be of age or married that he retain the said sum in 
his hands, till one of those events takes place, paying an annual interest 
of five per centum in the same coin towards the support of my said 
daughter. 

At the death of my dear wife I give all my stocks of horses, 
mules, cattle, sheep and hogs on my plantation of Berkley not before 
given away, to my son Benjamin and his heirs forever, and if at the 
time aforesaid my sons Benjamin and Carter should be living, I give 
all the negroes possessed by my said wife and not before disposed of 
to be equally divided between them, but if either of them should die 
before that time leaving no son, I give them to the survivor to him 
or them or his or their heirs forever. But if these negroes should all 
fall by survivorship to either of my said sons, my will is that he pay 
to each of my four daughters their heirs or assigns the sum of Two 
hundred pounds in gold or silver, and moreover, that he deliver to my 
son William two boys and two girls healthy and sound of between 
twelve and fourteen years of age. 

I give to my Niece Ann Bassett to her and her heirs forever at the 
death of her Aunt Stith her choice of the negro children which the 
woman now has that I lent her; and I give to my nephew Carter 
Bassett the next choice of the said children—and whereas I omitted 
to give my dear wife the tools of my carpenters and the plantation 
tools, waggons and carts, I hereby declare it as my will that she should 
possess the whole of them with the millstones and every article be- 
longing to my mills, my share in the Salt pans in Gloster and the 
great pot I have there for the purpose of making salt. 


Benjamin Harrison, (Seal) 
January the eighth, 1780. 
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On consideration of the above bequeaths to my four daughters, I am 
lead to think I have not done them that justice that is due to such 
affectionate children, it is therefore my will that at the death of my 
wife the negroes she has in possession at the time of her death be laid 
off into four equal parts as possible without parting men and their 
wives, that three of the said four parts be equally divided between my 
said sons Benjamin and Carter and that the other fourth part be equally 
divided betwixt my four daughters over and above what I have before 
given them. This bequeath is not to alter except as to the fourth part 
of the slaves given to my daughters, the bequeath in my will of the 
slaves to my sons or the survivor of them. 

Benjamin Harrison. 


At a monthly Court held for Charles City County at the Courthouse 
on Thursday the seventeenth of June, 1791. 

The aforewritten will and testament of Benjamin Harrison deceased, 
was presented into court for proof, and there being no subscribing wit- 
ness to the said will, William Christian and Otway Byrd being sworn 
deposed that they believed the same to have been wholly written by 
the deceased, whereupon it is ordered to be recorded. And on motion 
of Benjamin Harrison Jr. and Carter B. Harrison his sons who made 
oath as the law directs, and together with Benjamin Harrison (of Bran- 
don) and Otway Byrd their securities entered into and acknowledged their 
bond in the penalty of twelve thousand pounds, conditioned according 
to law. Certificate is granted them for obtaining letters of admin- 
istration on the estate of Benjamin Harrison, deceased with his will 
anexed in due form.

HANCOCK FAMILY 
(Continued) 


(53) Mary,’ “Polly” Hancock (Samuel,® Simon,® Samuel,‘ Samuel,* 
William,* Simon"), b. July 27, 1784, d. 1848 m. in 1803 Colonel Daniel 
Brown, b. Dec. 17, 1770, d. April 28, 1817, son of Henry Brown and 
Alice Beard who were married in Bedford county, Feb. 20, 1757 (Alice 
Beard was probably the daughter of John and Elizabeth Beard, al- 
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though she is not mentioned in his will, dated April 20, 1780 and proved 
in Bedford county, Nov. 26, 1780. The will of John Beard mentions: 
wife, Elizabeth; granddaughter Elizabeth Campbell; daughter Elizabeth 
Campbell; granddaughter Isabel Boze; granddaughters Rosannah Rus- 
sell, Jean Rutherford, Rachel Dixon, Ratchel Robinson; grandsons David 
Beard, Samuel Beard and Adam Beard; former son-in-law Edward 
Phair; son-in-law William Rutherford. Witnesses: Thomas McRey- 
nolds, Charles Hall and James Campbell. The will of Adam Beard, 
Sr., dated Dec. 2, 1777, proved March 23, 1778 in Bedford mentions: 
Wife Elizabeth, sons David, Samuel and Adam Jr.; daughter Rachel 
Dickson and “if my son Samuel should die before his return from the 
War.” Witnesses: Robert Ewing, William Armstrong, Alexander Arm- 
strong and William Scarbrour. The will of Elizabeth Beard, wife of 
Adam, was proved at the same time as that of her husband. The 
will of Adam Beard Jr., dated Oct. 9, 1787 and proved Feb. 25, 1788 
mentions wife Margaret, two children: Elizabeth and Mary Enis 
Beard and pregnant wife. Witnesses: John Ewing, William Quinn and 
Martha Mitchell. 

John Beard first patented 520 acres of land in 1725 in Prince eGorge 
county, part of which county afterwards became Brunswick and later 
Lunenburg and later Bedford. He patented 400 acres in 1743 in 
Lunenburg; 364 acres in 1748 in Lunenburg; 402 acres in 1756 in 
Lunenburg; and a John Beard patented 369 acres in 1749 and 400 acres 
in 1753 in Augusta county. 

Adam Beard, son of John, proved by his oath the “instrument of 
writing” presented at a court held for Bedford county, Jan. 25, 1773, 
which recorded the marriage of Henry Brown and Alice Beard sixteen 
years previous and the dates of birth of their first six children: Lettice, 
b. Dec. 3, 1757; Henry, b. Aug. 10, 1760; Elizabeth, b. July 20, 1762; 
Alice, b. Sept. 9, 1764; Samuel, b. Nov. 10, 1766; and Daniel, b. Dec. 
18, 1770. Adam Beard was appointed a constable of Bedford county, 
1754 and two of his sons, David and Samuel served as captains in 
the Rev. War. The widow of one of them, Mary Beard, was receiving 
a pension in 1840 in Bedford county at the age of 85. 

Henry Brown’s will, dated Jan. 9, 1796, was proved in Bedford 
county, June 24, 1799 and mentions all of the children enumerated 
above except Lettice and in addition: Hannah, Ann, Mary and Sarah, 
besides making mention of his wife and a plantation of 375 acres. 
His was a notable Presbyterian family which well deserves recording. 
He, together with James Brown, Adam Beard, Samuel Beard, David 
Beard and others were among the signers of a petition in 1774 to the 
House of Burgesses from “Presbyterian dissenters of Peaks of Otter 
Church”, Bedford county, a church which was organized before 1766 
and which was one of the oldest Presbyterian churches in Virginia 
(Va. Mag. Hist., Vol. 12, Page 419 and Vol. 13). One of the sons of 
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Henry Brown and Alice Beard, Rev. Samuel Brown m. Mary Moore, 
the heroine in the memoirs of frontier life in the Valley of Virginia, 
Captives of Abb’s Valley. He was the second pastor of New Provi- 
dence Church at Brownsburg in Rockbridge county and d. Oct. 13, 1818 
and was buried there together with his wife. He was the father of 
eleven children, of whom seven were sons and of these five entered 
the Presbyterian ministry. His sister, Alice Brown, m. Jesse Witt 
who enlisted in the Rev. Army from Bedford county, March 1, 1777. 
They were the parents of two distinguished Baptist clergymen, Rev. 
Daniel Witt who died in Prince Edward county, and who was the 
father of Hon. Samuel Brown Witt of Richmond, and Rev. Jesse Witt, 
Jr., who died in Texas).* 

*Further information concerning the families of Henry Brown and 


Alice Beard is desired by the compiler. The father of Henry is be- 
lieved to have been Henry Brown, if not a resident of Bedford, then 


of Augusta county, Va. 

Mary’ (Hancock) Brown and Daniel Brown had issue: (58) Samuel 
Hancock,* d. s. p. (59) Henry,* b. 1805 m. Lucy ————, moved to 
Texas and had issue, Henry among others (60) Daniel,® d. s. p. (61) 
Ammon Hancock,’ d. s. p. (62) James Leftwich,® b. June 25, 1815, d. 
August 12, 1872 m. Mary Virginia Early, daughter of Bishop John 
Early and Elizabeth Browne Rives on Sept. 30, 1847. James Leftwich 
Brown was one of the first students of Randolph-Macon College and 
the first president of its Franklin Literary Society; the organizer of 
Hill City Masonic Lodge in Lynchburg and its first Master. Issue of 
James Leftwich* and Mary Virginia (Early) Brown: Fannie m. Uriah 
Vaughan of Murfreesboro, N. C.; Lucy m. John W. Childs; Annie 
m. Edwin B. Hopkins of “Lethe”, Rockingham co., Va. The other 
children: Alice, Mary, Elizabeth, Virginia, John, Daniel and Carrie, 
d. s. p. 

(57) Justus? Hancock (Samuel,* Simon,’ Samuel,‘ Samuel,’ Wil- 
liam,? Simon’), b. May 19, 1791, d. 1845 m. Harriet Walden, daughter 
of John Walden and Martha Hopkins on Nov. 19, 1812 and had issue: 
(63) Ammon,’ b. April 7, 1815 m. in 1851 Charlotte Hewitt and had: 
James, Ernest, Edwin, Lily (64) Samuel* m. Susan Crockett and d. s. p. 
(65) John* m. Martha Waller and had: Robert, James, Emma, John, 
Ammon, Benjamin, William, Samuel and Richard (It was largely due 
to the interest of this latter, Mr. Richard Hancock of Lynchburg, that 
this compilation of material relating to the Hancock family was made. 
Mr. Richard Hancock is one of the most useful and public-spirited 
citizens of Lynchburg. He was for many years chairman of the board 
of finance of the City Council and for some years he has been presi- 
dent of the Lynchburg Presbyterian Orphanage; president of the

Presbyterian Church; and was largely instrumental in the successful 
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organization of the Community Chest of his city, of which he is now 
acting as chairman.

HANCOCK FAMILY OF SURRY AND SUSSEX 


This family of Hancocks is very probably descended from the Wil- 
liam Hancock who was accused in Surry in 1674 of unlawful meeting 
in connection with Bacon’s Rebellion. The notes which follow are by 
no means complete as they were gathered casually in a search of the 
Surry and Sussex records which had for its object the collection of 
other data. 


(1) John Hancock, d. 1732 m. Jane Holt, d. 1734, daughter of 
Elizabeth Holt, d. 1709. Issue: (2) William? (3) John® (this is prob- 
ably the John whose will was recorded in Sussex county, 1754-64) 
(4) Joseph* (5) Elizabeth m. ————— Ogburn (6) Mary’® m. Thomas 
Clary and had Susannah (7) Duejates* m. William Rain (8) Martha? 
m. ———— Bennet. The above is proved by the will of Elizabeth 
Holt, probated in Surry county in 1709 which mentions her daughter 
Jane, wife of John Hancock; by the will of John Hancock, dated Nov. 
24, 1731 and proved in Surry, May 17, 1732 which mentions wife Jane, 
son John and daughter Duejates; and by the will of Jane Hancock, 
dated May 21, 1733 and proved in Surry, Jan. 15, 1734 which mentions: 
sons William, John, Joseph and daughters, Elizabeth Ogburn, Mary 
wife of Thomas Clary, Duejates wife of William Rain, and Martha. 

(2) William? d. 1768 m. Elizabeth Phillips, daughter of Mary 


Phillips, d. 1727. Issue: (9) Benjamin* (10) Mary*® m. ————— White- 
field (11) Damaris* m. ———— Birdsong and had William (12) Sarah* 
m. ————— Hargrave. This is proved by the will of William’ Han- 


cock, dated Aug. 11, 1764 and proved in Sussex county, April 18, 1768 
which mentions: daughters Mary Whitefield, Damaris Birdsong, Sarah 
Hargrave, son Benjamin, sister Martha Bennet, grandsons John White 
and William Birdsong and granddaughters Ann White, Mary White 
and Hannah White. Witnesses: Nicholas Hancock, Henry Bradley, 
Benjamin Bradley Sr. and Joseph Bradley. Also by the will of Mary 
Phillips, dated March 28, 1727 and proved in Surry, April 19, 1727 
which mentions daughter Elizabeth, wife of William Hancock. 
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Evidently related to the above family is the Clement Hancock whose 
will, dated Oct. 31, 1758 and proved in Sussex Jan. 19, 1759, mentions: 
sons William Benjamin, Clement, wife Anthany, daughters Anthany, 
Lucy, Letitia Green, Hannah, Sarah and Mary. 

The will of Sarah Hancock, sister of Clement, dated Feb. 8, 1765 
and proved in Sussex, April 18, 1765 mentions: brothers and sisters, 
William, Mary, Benjamin, Anthany, Lettice, Lucy, Hannah, and names 
brother-in-law Frederick Green and William Hancock as executors. 
Witnesses: Peter Green and John Woddard. 

Will of Benjamin Hancock, dated Nov. 15, 1775 and proved in 
Sussex, Nov. 26, 1777 mentions sons John, James, Samuel, Stephen 
and daughters Selah, Rebecca, Mary, and Lucy Freeman and Susannah 
Clary, daughter of Mary Clary. Appoints John Hancock and friends 
Anselm Baily and John Nicholson, son of Robert, as executors. Wit- 
nesses: Thomas Hancock, John Hancock, John White and Ann White. 
(It is difficult to determine whether this Benjamin was a son of Wil- 
liam or of Clement Hancock.)

THE COLONIAL ROYALLS OF VIRGINIA

Chapter IV. 
First Henry RoyALy 


Henrico Patent Book 1, page 452, Joseph Royall, first immigrant of 
the family, was granted land for bringing into the colony, with others, 
“his brother Henry”. Joseph was then 37, and this Henry might have 
been as much as 20 years younger, which has a bearing upon further 
conclusions as to whether there were just two recorded: Henrys, or 
at most only three. Elizabeth City justices wrote a letter to Governor 
Nicholson, and among the nine was Henry Royall. Same county wills 
show that in 1693 Henry Royall was witness to the will of Henry Cope- 
land. Vol. 8, page 100, court orders, refers to Henry Royall, sheriff. 

Patent Book 9, pages 42 and 121 shows two grants of 245 and 586 
acres to Henry Royall in 1696 and 1697 for transportation of 17 
persons, located in Warwick and Elizabeth City counties. This could 
have been the first Henry, very old, or a son, but beyond this no 
available records are now found. 
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Later Henry, Son or Capt. JosepH 


Following Henrico references: 

Book V. pages 287, 8, old records, Margery Archer, who had become 
the wife of Nicholas Bullington, in 1691 refers to “brothers John Archer 
and Henry Royall” and to “father-in-law, Joseph Royall”, which inci- 
dentally has a bearing on the mooted question of Capt. Joseph marrying 
the widow Archer before he did Mary Eppes. Conveyance, Oct. 2, 
1732, William Randolph to Joseph Royall, Jr., mentions land willed to 
said Joseph, Henry Royall, William Royall and Richard Dennis, by 
Capt. Joseph, still further proof that Henry was son of Capt. Joseph. 

Suit may, 1712, by Henry Royall and Elizabeth, his wife, against 
administrators of James Lidge, deceased, evidently father of Elizabeth. 

Bristol Parish Register: Francis, son of Henry and Elizabeth Royall, 
b. Jan. 10, 1721; John, b. Oct. 23, 1729. Same vestry book, shows 
binding of mulatto children to Henry in 1724, and 1729, and the birth 
and baptism of one in 1720, and the processioning of land in 1727. 

His will in Henrico, was made in 1746 and probated 1747. Wife Mary 
(second marriage), widow of George Archer, and sister of William 
Kennon, most likely; sons Joseph, William, and John. Francis had 
evidently died. In 1748, Joseph and William, referring to Henry, deed 
part of the land to William Pride, and speak of Joseph as being of 
Lunenburg County. Track of all these is then lost. Some say there 
was a daughter of Henry, who probably married a Trent. The deed of 
Joseph and William, just mentioned, was sealed with a crest, lion 
rampant. 

Henrico Deed, 1747, by Mary Royall, of land belonging to her late 
husband George Archer, to William Kennon for five shillings, is the 
basis for statement about second wife of Henry. 


SaraAH DauGHTER or Capt. JosEPH 


Mentioned in the will of Mrs. Katherine Isham, as granddaughter, 
Aug. 10, 1686. Very likely never married, for an old Charles City 
will and deed book refers to will of Sarah Royall in 1747. As the 
widow of William Royall, nee Povall, was then living, there is no 
other known Sarah. 


INTERESTING UNCONNECTED LINE 


Miss Jennie Royall of Goldsboro, N. C. starts her record with a 
Margaret Royall, but does not even know the husband’s name. Of the - 
children were twin brothers Francis and Grief, born in 1756. Accord- 
ing to pension rolls of 1835, they were Chesterfield County soldiers of 
the Revolution. Will Book 13, page 130, July 1832, has the will of 
Francis. Children: Sally Gill, Suey Allen, Polly Cousins, Elizabeth, 
Randolph. Same book, page 607, 1834, will of Grief names wife Jane

(Glasscock), daughter Frances, son John, and the four children of John 
namely Kezziah, Rebecca, Frances and Francis, and the four children 
of Claiborne Royall, namely Nancy, Eames, Peter and John. 

Grief’s daughter Rebecca married a Henry Royall, and there were 
two children, William Spencer and Elizabeth Eppes. William S. mar- 
ried Margaret —————, and in 1884 deeded land, while living in Wayne 
County, N. C. Miss Jennie is their daughter. W. N. Royall, Wil- 
mington, N. C., is a son. 

The twin brothers had two younger brothers, Joseph and William, 
who were also likely in the Revolution. There is a North Carolina 
Joseph mentioned in Saffell. A William of the 3rd N. C. line had 
wife Talitha, and Hardy L. Holmes was her agent in pension matters. 
Owing to recurrence of Henry Royall names, one is justified in thinking 
these to be of the Henry line, and from this information somebody can 
likely show the connection. 

Henrico and Chesterfield records show that James Royall married 
first Sarah Bacon. He was made guardian of Sarah Bacon and Lang 
ston Bacon, children of John Langston Bacon. From this union came 
a son, John Bacon Royall, who began to spell the name Ryall. He 
married Oct. 15, 1795, Mary Smith, b. April 26, 1774, daughter of Capt. 
Obidiah Smith and Betsy Povall Burton, and granddaughter of Capt. 
William Burton and Betsy Povall. 

John Bacon Royall or Ryall had James Smith Ryall, Aug. 31, 1796; 
Sarah Miller Ryall, m. Fleming Patman; Betsy Burton Ryall, m. 
Preston White; Nancy Apperson Ryall, m. David Shepherd; John 
Bacon Ryall, Jr., m. Maria Cottrell. James Royall married second Lucy 
Brittain, daughter of James Brittain and Sally Bacon of Henrico and 
Chesterfield counties. James Brittain, in will of Dec. 4, 1790, speaks of 
his daughter Lucy Royall, wife of James Royall. 

The Bristol Parish vestry book records the birth of James, June 20, 
1730, son of Patrick and Isabella Royall, and that may have been this 
James Royall. Mrs. H. L. Kelley, of Richmond, Va., is of this line, 
and well informed about it. 


SUPPLEMENTAL TO CHAPTER II 


Rev. B. L. Ancell, Mahan School, Yangchow, China, a descendant 

of Joseph Royall, Jr. (1) in that chapter, supplies information as follows: 

Benjamin Franklin Royall (17) m. May, 1833, Maria Louise Shelton, 
daughter of Samuel Shelton. - 

Joseph Royall, Jr. (30) m. Rebecca Eppes. 

Joseph Royall (34) m. Lucy Eppes. 

Rebecca and Lucy were sisters, daughters of Francis Eppes of Prince 
George County, and his wife Sarah Hamblin. Will of Martha Ed- 
wards, this Magazine, Vol. 3, page 399, June 12, 1773, Surry County, 
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shows the relationships. These sisters had a brother Francis. 

Attention has been called by a correspondent to the statement in Va. 
County Records, Vol. IV, page 69, that Elizabeth Royall (29) m. 
John Robertson June 31, 1776, instead of July 1777. 


SUPPLEMENTAL TO CHapPTER III. 


Samuel Hobson Royall, son of William (10), was born in 1809, m. 
Adelaide P. Smith, who lived 1816-1888. Samuel Hobson Royall, Jr., 
1849-1916, m. Dora Calhoun, b. 1867. Willis Calhoun Royall b. 1897, 
is now living with his mother at Tucson, Arizona. Mrs. Royall says 
the senior Samuel had fourteen children and was married twice. There 
were four sons, and Samuel, Jr. was next to the youngest, who was 
William Woolridge Royall. The latter died in 1923, leaving a son and 
grandson handing on the name. 

Additional information about John Royall (42): Lucy Walton, his 
wife, born Aug. 17, 1814, died Aug. 16, 1896, and the two were buried 
at Athens, Texas. Complete list of children:

Mary Ann, b. 1838, m. T. F. Murchison Dec. 1, 1857.

April 18, 1810, 
which indicates two different women and two different Sheltons.

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It is to be hoped that the author, Miss Venable, of Jacksonville, 
Florida, did not publish an edition so small as to be, literally, only for 
members of the family. Her book will not only be of interest to the 
family and to many outside of its ramifications; but to those contem- 
plating the preparation of genealogies, will be an example of what a 
genealogy should be. It is indeed a model book of its kind. Her plan 
is clear, authorities are constantly cited and everything in the way of 
mere tradition avoided. The author is of course fortunate in having 
a notable family to describe.

THE VirGINIA FRONTIER, 1754-1763. By Lewis R. Koontz, Ph. D. In- 
structor of History in the University of California. Johns-Hopkins 
University Studies, Series xliii, No. 2, Baltimore. The Johns-Hop- 


kins Press, 1925, pp. 175 with index. 


A scholarly and thoroughly documented book supplying a real want 
in Virginia history. This study of the French and Indian War as it 
affected Virginia takes a broad view of the subject and omits many 
details of merely personal or local interest. The author gives, for the 
first time, an account of the forts, stockades and block-houses erected 
to defend the western frontier. Here he does go into detail, but there 
would be room for a separate monograph on this subject containing 
information from persons having accurate local knowledge and ex- 
panded on the biographical and historical side. We suggest it to some 
Virginia student. 


In speaking of the loss of records Dr. Koontz states that the Va. 
State Library has no copies of the Council Journals between May 
1743 and March 1768. The Library will before long remedy this defect 
by the publication of copies obtained from England. In the meantime 
this Society has, from the same source, through the kindness of Mr. 
Fairfax Harrison, copies of the journals from May 1743 to the be- 
ginning of 1753. 


Lewis MERIweTHER Dasngey. A Memorre AND Letters. Privately 
Printed, 1924, pp. x, 276. 


This son of the Rev. Dr. Robert L. Dabney was, from the beginning, 
“different”. When a little fellow, just after he received a whipping, 
he asked his mother “Do you believe in God?” “Yes.” “Do you believe 
He could make me a good boy.” “Yes.” “Then why not pray more 
and whip less.” This was good promise for an interesting life, and the 
promise was fulfilled. 
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To Virginians and to many far away from Virginia the name Dabney 
is associated with high character and intellectual strength. Lewis Meri- 
wether Dabney was a worthy member of his race and his life, told 
largely in his own letters, makes a volume of much interest.

A very pleasant account of the old homes along the south side of the 
Rappahannock from Fredericksburg to the Bay and of the people who 
lived in them. 


THe Witt1AM Warp Geneatocy. The Story of the Descendants of 
William Ward of Sudbury, Mass., 1638-1905. By Charles Martyn. 
Published by Artemus Ward of the Seventh generation. New York, 
1925, pp. xvii, 749, with 24 illustrations and index. 


This really remarkable genealogy lists the names of 10,746 descendants 
of William Ward who came to Massachusetts in 1638, and this great 
number could have been increased had it been possible to trace all the 
lines. This “tribe”, as the author calls it, has spread all over the United 
States and beyond its boundaries and has done much worthy service for 
their country.

A carefully prepared account of the life of a very distinguished 
engineer and gallant soldier. 


EXPANSIONISTS OF 1812. By Julian W. Pratt, Ph. D., Assistant Pro- 
fessor of History in Rutgers University. New York. The Macmillan 
Company, 1925, pp. 309, with bibliography and index. 


British interference with American commerce, which historians have 
usually given as the cause of the War of 1812, mainly affected the 
Northeastern states. In spite of this the West and South forced the 
war against the opposition of the North. Dr. Pratt holds that the 
sentiment for expansion strongly felt in the two sections first named, 
was one of the chief causes of the conflict. The West desired Canada 
and the South the Spanish possessions. This scholarly book shows the 
development of the demands for expansion and the causes for their 
failure. 


One might suggest that in those far off days there were people who 
still ranked their country’s honor with their own and would fight for 
one as readily as for the other without thought of material reward, 
but this probably is verging too closely on romance. 


Tue Expansionist MovEMENT IN Texas, 1836-1850. By William 
Campbell Binkley, Ph. D., University of California. Publications in 
History, Vol. 13. University of California Press, Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, 1925, pp. x, 253. 
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“It is the purpose of this study to provide for the first time, and in some 
portions from a new point of view, a consecutive narrative of the efforts 
of Texas, both as an independent republic and as a state, to extend its 
territorial jurisdiction, to show what factors exerted an influence in 
guiding the Texan’s desire for expansion; and to fit the movement into 
the larger field of the westward expansion of the United States.” 


THe Town Proprietors oF THE New ENGLAND Cotonies. A StTupy 
OF THEIR DEVELOPMENT, ORGANIZATION, ACTIVITIES AND CONTROVERSY, 
1620-1770. By Roy Hidemichi Akogi. A Thesis in History Presented 
to the Faculty of the Graduate School of the University of Penn- 
sylvania. Press of the University of Pa., Philadelphia, 1924, pp. xiii, 
348, with bibliography and index. 


This is a carefully studied account of a very important feature in the 
economic and social history of New England. A group of men—in 
effect a land company—were the original grantees of new towns and they 
and their descendants had many rights and claims not shared by the 
other residents of the towns. The author states that the New England 
loyalists of the Revolution were largely from the ranks of the “pro- 
prietors.” 

We had nothing like this in Virginia. The subordinate companies 
which owned the various “hundreds”—Berkeley, Southampton, Martin’s, 
etc., soon became extinct and while they existed were mainly composed 
of men resident in England. We know little of their organization. 


THE Necro From Arrica To AMericA. By W. D. Weatherford, Ph. D., 
President of the Southern College of Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciations. Author of “Negro Life in the South”, etc. Introduction by 
James H. Dillard, President of the Jeanes Board and of the John 
F. Slater Fund. New York, George H. Doran and Company, 1924, 
pp. vi, 487 with index. 


_Dr. Dillard, who is also Rector of William and Mary College, says in 
his introduction: “This book had to be written and I know of no one 
better fitted to do the work than Dr. Weatherford.” “This book is the 
presentation of the tremendously important human problem—the problem 
of race adjustment, which calls for wisdom, temperance, and the appli- 
cation of Christian principles to the affairs of everyday life, not only in 
America, but wherever the dark skin people of the earth are brought 
face to face with other people.” 


Tue Necro 1n SoutH CAROLINA IN Reconstruction. By Alrutheus 
Ambush Taylor, A. M., Associate Investigator for the Association 
for the Study of Negro Life and History. Washington, D. C. The 
Association for the Study of Negro Life and History, 1924, pp. iii, 
341, with bibliography and index. 


A valuable and interesting study by a negro of the history of his 
race during the Reconstruction period in South Carolina. Every student 
of history should read and carefully weigh the case as presented by the 
author. He evidently tries to be and thinks he is impartial, but this 
is a thing utterly impossible for the white or colored man writing on 
such a subject. The claims made by his publishers on the jacket of 
the book excite distrust. No doubt there is partisanship in many of the 
accounts by white men; but that partisanship is fully equalled by the 
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author of this book. If some way is found for the races to live 
separately and amicably an entirely unbiased and impartial history of 
this period may be written a hundred years hence—if not none such 
can be done in a thousand years.
